Summary of Fetus from the Far Cast. 
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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 30th April ; the 
P. and O. Mail of March 7 arrived out ‘on the 23rd April. The 
Japan Herald gives the following items of news :— 

We hear that Mr. R. G. Watson, Secretary of Legation, is 
about to be transferred to Peking. This is strictly in accordance 
with the Foreign Office idea, that as soon as a man gets useful 
in one country,—and especially if he be a master of its language 
—he shall be straightway shunted to another. Mr. Watson has, 
by his action in the Maria Luz case, made a notch in the his- 
torical finger-post of Japan which will not readily disappear. 

A dismasted Chinese steamship has put into ths seaport town 
of Hojunowra at Tokagori, in Fukuc a ken, in distress. The 
Chinese on board could not understand the Japanese officers who 
went to ask what help was required ; they have, however, been 
taken on shore and lodged in comfortable quarters, and the Go- 
vernor of the province fas in the meantime written to Okurasho 
for instructions. There were no Euro on board. 

A notification from the Japanese Daijokwan grants permis- 
sion henceforward to anyone in Japan to make use, as personal 
names, of those of all previous Emperors,—which practice has 
hitherto been forbidden. The only stipulation attached to the 
permission is that the names shall not be mangled, but used just 
as they are. . : 

The Japanese Daijo-Kuan have forbidden the publication in 
the native newspapers of any reference to mercantile or political 
disputes between Japanese and foreigners. 

A new style of collar has been adopted by the dogs of Yedo. 
The collar is asort of life-preserver, as all uncollared dogs are to 
be killed by the police. It would be very poor policy to kill too 
many of these dogs, as they are really a sort of sanitary police ; 
as in Levantine cities the amount of offal continually thrown in 
the streets by the natives renders a large body of scavengers 
necessary, and these the dogs are. Furthermore, they work 
without salary, and when not eating children or worrying cats, 
are as barmless and amiable as most Japanese quadrupeds. 
Strong suspicions may have arisen as to the motives of the Go- 
vernment in decreeing the death of the dogs, since it is known 
that several tanneries have lately been established in Oji and 
other places, The dogs, however, need feel no anxiety upon this 
re as their hides will not be tanned so long as they are labelled 
and do not crave too varied a diet. 

A rabbit mania is raging in Japan. Certain breeds fetch 
enormous prices, and the interest taken in the little animals has 
provoked the high-handed interference of the authorities, and 
some Japanese speculators have been arrested and imprisoned for 
having purchased some rabbits at an auction, it being considered 
that this was a species of gambling. A journal whose columns 
are devoted entirely to the rabbit subject has been started, and 
has reached its sixth number,

-_ We are informed that in one of the institutions of learning at 
Yedo—an institution supported by Government, and conducted, 
at least in part, by a foreigner, and one whose purpose is to fit 
young men to go abroad and finish their studies, or learn pro- 
-fessions—in this place where the future mental power of Japan 
is grounding, the students are allowed to undertake from ten ta 
twenty studies at once ; and this, not in their native tongue, but 
in a language which is itself a study to them. We also notice in 
arecent American paper the death of a Japanese student at the 
~ Philadelphia Insane Nevin: Can there possibly be any connec- 
tion between these two events, or can we look upon the first as 
cause and the last as effect? Surely Japanese brain must be 
made of different material from foreign if it can stand for a 
great while such a fearful strain os is undertaken by these 
young men who are now studying at this school in Yedo. The 
directors and teachers who allow such a state of things to continue 
will have much to answer for in the future. : 





NAGASAKI, 

We have advices to the 4th May; the P. and O. mail of 
March 7 was received on the 28th April. We extract the fol- 
lowing from the Vugasaki Express :— 

On the 29th April the Russian men-of-war Bogatyr and Vitiar, 
with the Grand Duke Alexis, Vice-Admiral Possiet and Rear- 
Admiral Federcvsli on board, left this port for Vladiwostok, 
when salutes were exchanged between H.B.M.’s Corvette 
Cadmus and the two former vessels. Previous to the departure 
of the Grand Duke he gave a donation of $400 to be devoted 
to charitable purposes in Nagasaki. This amount was forwarded 
to the government office by H.ILR.M.’s Acting Consul at this 
port, and its receipt has been acknowledged by the Acting 
Governor of Nagasaki Yokohama, who ‘awaits instructions from 
Yedo regarding its distribution. The day of the Grand Duke’s 
departure being the anniversary of the birth of the Empress of 
Russia, the Corvette Cadmus, and the Gun-boat Teazer, together 
with H.I.R.M.’s men-of-war dfandshur and Sobol, were dressed 
out with flags. At noon the customary salute was fired from 
the Cadmus, and the Japanese government battery at the head 
of the hay. 

The commercial portion of this community will view with ex- 
treme satisfaction the commencement: of the long and much 
needed work of extending the jetties, which event has been fixed 
for the 30th April. This work, when completed, will at least 
reduce the annoyance which shippers of cargo have had so fre- 
quently to contend against recently in getting their cargo into 
boats, owing to the time a steamer remains in port being ex- 
tremely limited ; and still more limited are the hours during 
which official business can be transacted.

It treats upon a very 
delicate subject, and should be the means of at least causing an 
enquiry into particulars, The letter referred to shows that short- 
hand notes are far preferable to condensed evidence, and it is 
somewhat remarkable that amongst the qualifications required 
to enable candidates for Consular appointments to pass an ex- 
amination, shorthand writing is not in the category. Some of 
the British residents here think that when fines over $10 are 
inflicted two associates or jurymen should be called in to 
assist, and that when quarrelsome or foolish people commit them- 
selves that the delinquent in the wrong should be made to pay 
for the loss of time caused to the jurymen who have been called 
upon to serve. What with one case and another British courts 
in Japan do not ap to give satisfaction, and are placed side 
by iL. e with the German system, which appears to be better 


by many.

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PEKING AND TIENTSIN. . 

His Excellency Tanéomi Soyéshima, the Japanese Ambassador, 
arrived at Tientsin on the 20th April. On the 24th the Am- 
bassador, accompanied by his suite, called on Li-Hung-Chang 
the Viceroy ; and on the following day the Viceroy, accompanied 
by the Commissioner of Finances, Pwan-ting-sin, the territorial 
Taoutai Ting, the Customs Taoutai Chin, and two mandarins of 
lesa rank, called on the Ambassador. It is supposed the ratified 
treaty will now be at once exchanged by the deputies of the 
Ambassador and the Viceroy, namely, by the Secretary of the 
Embassy, Yanagiwara Guaimu Daigo, and the Commissioner of 
Finances, Pwan-ting-sin, and any matters of detail likewise con- 
cluded. It is being said at present that the Viceroy will proceed 
to make a personal inspection of the forts situated on the Peiho 
and at Taku and Peetang, and it is imagined that he will like- 
wise avail himself of the opportunity, when outside Taku, to 
make an inspection of the Japanese ironclad man-of-war—if she 
is still lying at the anchorage there.

The 
list of subscribers to the .testimonial includes the names of the 
Consuls for Great Britain, Germany and the United States, the 
Commissioner of Customs, and most of the merchants and other 
residents. Mr. Hall goes home on furlough, after nearly four- 
teen years’ service in China. 





CHINKIANG. 

A correspondent of the Worth China Herald sends us the fol- 
lowing account of the “' rebellion ” referred to in our last issue :— 

Our quiet port was thrown into a little excitement last week 
by the discovery of asmall rebellion, having its headquarters in 
the Custom-House here, so far as Chinkiang is concerned. It 
seems that some foreigners were reported as being at Tautu, a 

few miles below here, with arms, and that some nine men, under 
the lead of a man named Carr, came to Chinkiang in a Chinese 
boat, and the boatman was given a chit for his pay, to be collected 
by a linguist named Wang, in the Customs. It happened that 
there are two Wangs in the Customs, and this bill for boat hire 
went to the wrong Wang, who declined to honour the foreigner’s 
order. By some accident it leaked out that the other Wang was 
sa] to know about the filibusters, whereupon Wang grace- 
ly walked out of the building, and upto this time his countenance 
has not illumined the linguistic office of the Customs, although 
some timeafterhe had been allowed to escape, the enormous reward 
of fifty dollars was set apart from some “ special fund for annihi- 
lating rebellions,” for the arrest of the offender. The arrival of 
the foreigners was kept secret by those who knew it until they 
had escaped, but the man Carr was found in a Chinese house, 
barefoot, and easily taken by the constable. He is said to be 
half-crazy. The report is that the men who came with Carr 
were to have $100 per month, but when they found nothing to 
do they became clamorous, gave Carr a beating, and left for 
Shanghai. The Chinese officials have taken no action except to 
arrest a few Shantung men, of which province Wang is a native. 
The Taoutai has taken little notice of the affair as vet. No doubt 
the suppressing this rebellion will be duly reported in the Peking 
Gazette, and an attempt made to fill the purses of officials by 
liberal squeezes. 

Seriously, there may be some scheme on foot among. the 
Chinese for causing trouble, and the matter here is charged to 
the Society called An-ching Tao-yu. The brotherhood is said to 
be quite numerous and largely composed of bad characters, The 
Chinese report that the late Hsien here was a member. This 
Hagien was removed, it is supposed, because the United States 
Consul refused to recognise him in any way, on account of his 
failure to punish a robber, whom the Consul arrested and sent 
to him. 1t is well known that the neighbourhood of Chinkiang, 
especially on the north bank of the river, is the rendezvous of 
disbanded braves and thieves, who are held in check by the 
vigilance of the Consular authorities. The fires in the native 
portion of the town lately have been caused by this class of 
people. It is probable we shall be clear of them for some time, 
ag they have acattered to avoid arrest. To show the energy of 
the Chinese officials, it is well to know that there was not suffi- 
cient military force at Tautu or Len to cause the arrest of a 

ingle one of the nine men who come from Shanghai. 

t is supposed the object of this futile attempt was plunder. 
There is eaty of sycee in the country, and the men no doubt 
wished to secure a and go back. The Chinese connected 
with this plan may have had iiesior notions, but they must have 
been ver , jgrude, although the man Wang is educated and speaks 
English ;,uite well. It certainly looks rather stupid for less than 
a dozen men to be on such an expedition, which if it was to ac- 
complish anything, must have had native support toa consider- 
able extent. . It is reported that the secret poe contains mem- 
bers from ali the yamens in the city, go there is little probability 
ef any action being taken. 





SHANGHATIT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
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May ; the French mail from London March 14 arrived out on 
the 29th April, and the following P. and O. mail of,;March 21 on’ 
the 2nd May. The following. items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 


The interest of politicians at present is concentrated on the 
Audience Question. There is really nothing else to agitate about. 
One of the usual periodical lulls is taking place, and as far as we 
can judge there is no reason to see why it should not continue for: 
a considerable time. Diplomatists are of little use unless they 
are endeavouring to obtain something which they do not possess, 
and a conservative party is nothing unless resisting. Therefore 
the Audience Question may very possibly still remain unsolved 
for some time. I¢ is just one of those points which admits of 
almost endless political movenrents and counter movements. 

Local interest has, during the greater portion of the week, 
centred on the Spring Race Meeting, which occupied four days. 
The races were well attended, and went off very successfully. In 
addition to the racegoers who made fholiday, a large number of 
residents engaged in up-country trips. The weather during the 
week has been remarkably hot, but there are symptoms of an 
early change and a return to a lower temperature. é 

In the action which was brought by Messrs. Milsom and Tod 
against the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank for dishonouring their 
cheques, an application which was made by Mr. Rennie on behalf 
of the Bank, that the hearing of the plaintiffs’ suit, so far as it: 
relates to damages, should be postponed until after the taking of an 
account between the parties, was refused by the Chief Judge. 
The Judge, in giving his decision, intimated that he should enter 
into his reasons fully hereafter. 

The P. and O. steamer Venetia arrived on the 2nd May, having 
made the passage from the Nore to Hong Kong in forty days, 
and to Shanghai in forty-seven, including all stoppages. Accord- 
ing to her report the actual steaming time was only thirty-nine 
days and twenty-two hours. This is undoubtedly the fastest pas- 
sage on record. 

A few days ago a respectable Chinese merchant, who carries on 
business in the Peking toad, applied to the foreign police to assist 
him in discovering the author of two attempts to burn down his 
house. An examination of the premises showed that at one point 
a hole had been made in the wall, but although the bricks had 
been removed, the aperture was insufficient for the passage of a 
man’s body, and the undisturbed state of the loose mortar and 
projecting bricks proved that no one could have entered by this 
channel. Judging correctly that the housebreaker was some one 
on the premises who had taken this course to divert suspicion, 
the police made inquiries among the domestics, and suspicion was 
centred on a coolie. It was found that he had been in the habit 
of [appropriating furs and other expensive materials from his 
master’s wardrobe, which he had pawned to a value of $400 to 
8500, and that fear of discovery had impelled him to conceal the 
thefts by setting tire to the house. Pawn-tickets for some of the 
articles were found in his possession, and a portion of the loss 
was made good. On being taken to the Mixed Court, he was 
sentenced to two hundred blows and two months’ cangue for the 
lesser crime of making away with his master’s property ; the 
more serious one of arson has yet to be disposed of by the city 
inagistrate. 

A Chinkiang correspondent sends us particulars of the recent 
attempt at a rising at that port, which confirm and extend those 
we have already given from other sources. We learn that Yang, 
one of the Chinese offenders, was arrested by the foreign police 
here on Tuesday, and handed over to the custody of the Mixed 
Court authorities. 

A Landrenters’ mecting was held at the British Consulate, 
Hankow, on the 28th April, to elect a Council of five members 
for 1873, The voting ran thus: Mr. M. G. Moore 21, Mr. 
Beveridge 20, Mr. Hatch 20, Mr. Livingston 19, Mr. Solomon 
19, Mr. Kierulff, and Mr. Meadows 19 votes. The Chairman, 
Consul Morgan, selected Mr. Livingston and Mr. Solomon out’ 
of the three last men to be. members of the Council, on the 
ground of their representing the largest interests. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 10th May; the French mail from 
London, March 28, was received on the 7th May. The following 
items are from the China Mail :-— 


The offices of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., we wnder- 
stand, are to be removed from East Point to the premises in 
Queen’s-road Central, once occupied by the judicial staff curing 
the repairs to the Court-House. This change in the locality o 
business quarters of our leading mercantile firm, after its occupa- 
tion at East Point, ever since the cession of the island to Her 
Maleety; undoubtedly points to the great change time has wrought, 
and, more particularly, to the importance to which this colony is 
fast rising, despite the jealousy with which the Chinese authori- 
ties view its prosperity, and their attempts to cripple its trade by 
vexatious aad unjustifiable measures. 

The following gentlemen have been nominated by the Governor 
cathedral trusteeson behalf of the Government for the year 1873-74, 
under the provisions of Ordinance No. 2 of 1847, and No.3 of 1850:

It has also been noti- 
fied that Thomas Pyke, Esq., and Henry B. Lemann, Esq., have 
been elected trustees, and Henry Smith, Esq., auditor on behalf 
of the seat-holders. The Gazette publishes the account current 
for 1872-73 of the trustees of the cathedral, whence it appears 
that the cash income has amounted to $2,391, and the expenses 
to $2,508.76, leaving a balance due to the treasurer of $117.76. 

The P. and O. Company’s little steamer Dragon is undergoing 
alterations in the way of fitting bulwarks, as it is intended to 
send her to Shanghai. The tug-boat formerly at Aden, and 
which is somewhat larger than the Dragon, will take her place 
here, while a new boat will be sent out from home to Aden. 
The company intend to construct a coal wharf opposite their coal 
stores, having bought a quantity of surplus piles from the Pier 
Company for that purpose. A very fine Bahar is buil for 
the com Her dimensions are : Length 88 feet, mean 
18 feet 9 inches, depth from deck beams to ceiling 7 feet 3 inches ; 
her keel and kelson are molava, her timber half molava and half 
Singapore hardwood. She will be planked with teak and her 
carrying capacity will be 140 tons. 

In the Legislative Council important measures have been put 
through relating to the Coolie Trade. On the 28th, 29th, and 
30th April, and on the 5th, 6th, and 8th May, discussion took 
place on the Ordinance for the Repression of Abuses in relation 
to Chinese Emigration, which was eventually passed after nume- 
rous amendments. The general feeling of the colony seems 
hostile to the legislation in question. 

We regret to note the death of Mr. H. C. Gamble, sub-editor 
of the Daily Press, who died on the 27th April, of apie ie 
Mr. Gamble most efficiently filled a post the duties of which 
were frequently of much public importance. In private life he 
was greatly esteemed. At the funeral on the 28th April the 
whole of the staff of the Daily Press attended. 

The death is reported from Canton of Mr. A. M. Correa, an 
American citizen, aged forty-seven years, who was accidentally 
drowned whilst on is way home, by stepping from the Shameen 
Bund into the river. 

We have also to record the sudden death of the Compradore of 
Messrs. Douglas Lapraik, and Co. The d was taken ill 
shortly after landing at Macao, and died a few hours afterwards, 

robably of heart disease. He had been connected with the firm 
for a great many years, we believe ever since it was founded. 

The monument to be erected in memory of the officers and 
men lost in the late S.S. Oneida is now lying on the new pier 
ready to be put on board the steamer Yantic. The base weighs 
five tons, The pillar has on the four sides the names of the 
officers and men. It is made of Hong Kong granite, and is very 
well polished, the letters being gild 

A curious robbery was committed a day or two since at the 
Supreme Court, the cloth which covered the Chief Justice’s table 
having been bodily abstracted, to the great scandal of the officials 
frequenting the building. We hope that the thief will be de- 
tected, as the Chinese consider the theft a peculiarly f pod joke. 

Mr. Robert Gillison was again brought up before Mr. Mitchell 
on the 9th May, his sureties, Mr. Greig (of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank) and Mr. J. H. Scott (of Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire) having withdrawn their security for the defendant’s good 
behaviour. fre was, consequently, recommitted to gaol. 

Inspector Halloran having left on leave of absence, we learn 
that Rargeant Gair, one of the Scotch contingent, has been made 
acting inspector to supply the vacancy thus occasioned. The 
appointment is both judicious and fa ete 

We understand that application has been made to the Colonial 
Government to give a small donation to the widow of the late 
Mr. Barrados, of the Post-office—a favour his long and zealous 
service certainly merits. 

A. successful choral festival was held in St. John’s Cathedral 
on the 28th April, Mendelssohn’s Lauda Sion being sung by an 
amateur choir and chorus. 

The British steamer Macgregor is chartered wy the P.M.S.S. 
Company to carry mails hence to Japan and San Francisco. 

The brokerage for coolies at Macao is now officially fixed at 
$140 per head. 

We learn from the Overland Trade Report that a case of con- 
siderable mercantile interest, that of “Sander v. The Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank,” is at present being heard in the 
Supreme Court, ions Kong, before Judge Ball and a special

w. The plaintiffs assert that Mr. Grobien, who is in partner- 
ship with Sander, had, in settlement of some share transactions, 
received on January 31 a cheque on the Hong Kong Bank for 
$21,000 from Mr. Keenig, a broker, who, some time ago, was 
committed to gaol for forgery. This cheque had been handed to 
Mr. Grobien at Messrs. Melchers and Co.’s office by Mr. Reimann 
the broker in the transaction, and Mr. Grobien left Messrs. 
Melchers to proceed to his office, noticing by the clock-tower 
that the time was about a quarter ‘after two. On reaching his 
office he handed the cheque to his compradore, who about - 

past two sent the shroff to the bank with the cheque, who re- 
turned to the office at a little after three with the counter- 
foil of the paying-in book signed with the usual initials, 
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Mr. Grobien was out during the remainder of the after- 
noon till a quarter to five o'clock, when he returned and 
found on his desk the cheque with aslip, “ Refer to djawer.” 
This slip had been received by Mr. Grobien’s clerk at aeritatier 
to half-past four o’clock. Shortly after this, Mr. Grobié_~ jing 
still in his office, Koenig returned and in consequence of a con- 
versation, Mr. Grobien returned the cheque to the Bank, by 
whom it was kept all night, and on the following morning it was 
sent back from the Bank with a note from the cashier, saying he 
was sorry to return the cheque, and that Mr. Kesnig had not 
come that morning. Mr. Keenig disappeared from the colony, 
and of course from that moment all money was lost, and the 
claim instituted to recover the $21,000 above mentioned. The 
defendants allege that the times of the transaction were different 
to those stated by the plaintiff, and that the Bank having re- 
turned the cheque, stating that there were not sufficient funds, 
are not liable. The matter has been investigated at great length, 
and the issue is looked for with interest. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the: 18th 
May ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Straits Times :—-. 

Since the Governor's return from Labuan there has been but 
one meeting of the Legislative Council, held on fhe 13th May, at 
which two papers of more than usual interest to the public were 
laid before that body. The first was the correspondence between 
the Colonial-office, the Crown Agents for the Colonies, and Mr. 
Rawlinson, the eminent civil engineer, respecting the Singapore 
Water Works. The other paper is the long-looked-for report of 
the Commission on the Municipalities, which, after all the hearty 
belabouring the Municipal Commissioners received from themem- 
bers of the select committee in Council before the inquiry was in- 
stituted, is certainly a very mild document. Its principal recom- 
mendation is thata paid commissionershould be appointed at $5,000 
to $6,000 a year, to superintend the work, but such a diversity of 
opinion was displayed as to how this officer should be appointed, 
and as to the powers he should possess, that the labours of the 
Committee may be said to have come to nought. In accordance 
with notice given at a previous meeting, the Honourable Dr. 
Little moved a resolution that the appointment by Earl Kim- 
berley of Mr. A. M. Skinner as inspector of Hospitals and 
Asylums in the Colony merits reconsideration. This resolution 
was owing to the fact that when Dr. Little previously asked 
concerning Mr. Skinner’s qualifications, his Excellency the Go- 
vernor replied that he knew nothing about it, as the Secretary of 
State had made the appointment himself. There does not appear 
from the official minutes to have been anything else worthy of 
note at the meeting. 

The Governor in Council has been deliberating over the ques- 
tion as to whether the sentences of death on eleven pri- 
soners during the last criminal sessions should be carried into 
effect or not ; and the result has been that the sentences of six 
of them have been commuted to imprisonment for life, and four 
of the High-street robbers and murderers will be hanged. The 
consideration of the case of the Tamil schoolmaster Gopallo, who 
cut his wife’s throat, murdered his two children, and then at- 
tempted to commit suicide, has been postponed pending further 
inquiry as to his saneness. 

The latest news from Sumatra is not reassuring for the Dutch. 
The Deli steamer, which arrived at Penang on the 16th May, 
reported that 10,000 Battaks and Atchinese were marching on 
the Dutch settlement at Deli, and that the authorities had tele- 
graphed to Batavia for reinforcements. Pending further infor- 
mation, of course it is impossible to say whether the report was 
a false alarm, or much exaggerated. It is, however, extremely 
probable, and the Dutch having declared war, and having, after 
withdrawing their troops, still kept the coast under blockade, it 
would not be surprising were the Atchinese in turn to adopt an 
aggressive policy. The syrapathy. of most Europeans and of all 
the natives in these parts is with the Atchinese ; the war was 
wholly unprovoked, and the efforts of the Dutch authorities to 
justify it are certainly very sorry ones. The arguments urged in 
support of the Dutch policy require much bolstering up before 
they could be construed by disinterested nations to afford a pre- 
text for war. The Dutch evidently sought an excuse for an ex- 
pedition to Atchin, and for want of a sound one invented a bad 
one. That they have burned their fingers is no more than they 
deserve. 

We learn that the Chinese traders of the colony hat~?now in 
circulation a very long and numerously signed petiti® ao the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, praying for a more liberal 
policy on the part of the local Government in the protection of 
the trade of British subjects with the Native States. We think 
the petition should not have been exclusively Chinese, but should 
have been concocted and circulated with a view to obtaining the 
signature of every person interested in the trade of the colony. 

e schooner Mooner, formerly the Shanghai, put into Sarawak 
some weeks ago leaky, and has, we hear, been detained there 
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under power of attorney from the owners. The master, Captain 
Somerville, was taken out of the vessel by the Rajah and sent 
over.” Singapore, and the ship's papers and documents have 
also'-"sn forwarded to the master attendant here. Meantime 
the ship lies at Sarawak, and no one has come forward on behalf 
of the owners to prosecute the captain, who, it is said, has a 
claim against the ship for wages and disbursements. The ship 
is very old, and has, we believe, during the last ten months or so 
made two or three vain endeavours to reach Bangkok, and she is 
said by competent surveyors to have been unseaworthy nine or 
ten years ago. She has a Singapore LN ahd but is, we under- 
stand, owned in Bangkok. hat will be the result of the pre- 
sent complication is difficult to tell. 

In the absence of any co-operation on the part of the Chinese 
authorities and the representatives of Foreign Powers at the 
Chinese ports, it is impossible to prevent the overcrowding of 
foreign vessels with Chinese passengers for this colony, notwith- 
minding the stringency of our own laws. Some time ago the Ame- 
rican steamer Aiushu came into Singaporeshamefully overcrowded, 
and the United States Consul here made such representations in 
the proper quarter as will, it is believed, prevent similar over- 
crowding of vessels under that flag. But while we are glad 
to see the co-operation thus shown on the part of the 
United States, the result so far is only to throw heavy 
ae into the hands of owners of ships under other flags. 

e Swedish steamer August Leffes came in a few days 
since from Amoy, with a very large number of coolies on 
board, part of whom were to be discharged here, and the re- 
mainder at Penang. The number was so great that after having 
discharged those for Singapore, she had still on board more aa 

rs than her tonnage allowed to take on to Penang. But 
bere the local law applies, and the vessel was refused a clearance 


before discharging 300 of her passengers, who have been, we 
understand, t erred to the steamer Hector to be taken on to 
Penang. The August Lefles, we are informed, experienced no 


difficulty whatever in obtaining her clearance from Amoy with 
ber enormous freight of human beings.

IMPORTS. 


Cueroo.—Mesars. Cornabe and Co. report as follows :—Our Piece 
Goods market has shown great inactivity, and prices for all descriptions 
have declined, the market closing weak, with willing sellers. Woollens 
have met with no inquiry, and quotations are quite nominal. Metals 
remain in the same unsatisfactory state. Stocks of Iron have some- 
what increased, but the demand is languid, and rates unaltered. 

HaxKow.—Goods had moved rather more freely, but in the absence 
of any active demand, at generally lower rates. As usual at this time 
of year sellers were allowing more extended credit to the dealers, and 
sales had been made for Bank Orders due in six weeks. Money was 
very tight among the natives, and this doubtless tends to curtail busj- 
ness, Grey Shirtings : 7 lbs. had given way 2 to 3 candareens per piece, 
viz., to Tls. 1.66 to 1.69 with but little inquiry ; 8} Ib. about a canda- 
reen lower ; and 9$ lbs. common makes 3 to 5 candareens lower. White 
Shirtings: The only sale had been 400 pieces ; 60 reed at Ts. 1.90. 
T-Cloths: 6 lbs. common qualities declined 1 to 2 candareens ; Mexicans 
unchanged ; common to fair Mexican 7 Ibs. had changed hands at a 
reduction of 2 to 8 candareens ; best comparatively unaltered ; 8 Ibe. 
also lower. Drills showed a further fall of a mace ard a half per piece, 
and many holders had withdrawn their goods from the market, in the 
hope that later on prices may improve. Fancy Cottons: Quite neg- 
lected. Woollens and Worsteds called for no special comment, the 
wants of the dealers being very limited in extent. 

SHancHal.—Piece Goods : The week had produced no change in th 
market ; the dullness prevailing had been relieved only by a continuance 
of the demand for Drills, and under its influence prices were quoted a 
couple of candareens or so higher. sales—estimated at a total of 
about 35,000 pieces, exclusive of 100 bales, 3,000 pieces good 15 lbs. 
quality ‘to arrive "—had been effected, but at the close holders were 
not offering their goods quite so freely, whilst private telegrams limit- 
ing the lower qualities of Dutch goods to Tis. 2.70 per piece, had been 
Teceived, and had tended further to reduce the supplies. For Dutch 
Tis. 2.55 had been the principal selling price. English, as a rule, was 
held for an advance on quoted rates—TIs. 2.58 to 2.65 for 14 to 144 
Ibs. and Tis. 2.66 to 2.72 per piece for 15 lbs. Grey Shirtings had been 
bought very sparingly; prices of 8} lbs. unchanged ; 7 lbs. slightly 
firmer ; best heavy goods declined to Tle. 2.55, and no buyers. T-Cloths : 
Settlements small, and quotations easier ; 7 lbs. M.T. Dewhurst’s Tis. 
1.50. Fancy Cottons 5 neglected, and the latter remark applied to 
the generality of Woollens. Scarlet Long Ells in improved request, 
and C.P.H. and H.H. booked at Tis. 6.12 and Tis. 6.30 to 6.85 re- 
spectively, about the only transactions to report. Metals: Nailrod 
Tron—-€> transactions, importers refusing reduced offers of dealers. 
Lead—Prices drooping. 

Honea Kone.—There had been no improvement in the marke! since 
last English mail, and advices from home by wire had given no encour- 
agement to hope for a better state of things. The exports for last 
month continued excessive. Advices from the north showed no signs 
of improvement and local trade was most inactive. Cotton Yarn had 
tdvanced during the fortnight 50c. to $1 per bale, but at the close there 
was only a small Oe ae having satisfied the demand; 28/328, 
common, improved $1, quality unchanged ; 38/42s. in good demand 
and $1 dearer ; stocks moderate, Grey Shirtings are in yery limited 
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request ; 7 Ibs. in small supply but not much inquiry ; quotations un- 
changed. 8.4 Ibs. of low qualities in some request, but better gouds 
not asked for. 9 to 10 Ibs. declined 5c., and in no inquiry ; stock mo- 
derate. White Shirtings declined 5c. in the absence of inquiry, and 
finer qualities 10c. lower. White Irishes sold at a decline of 10c. 
T-Cloths : 6 lbs. in small stock, but no inquiry; up-country marts 
being well supplied ; 7 lbs. very quiet, best makes only asked for. 
Mexicans: 6 Ibs. not asked for ; 7 lbs. of lower grades neglected, but 
small inquiry for the better makes. 8 lbs. 36 in. out of demand. Grey 
Drills: Without inquiry, and declined 15c. to 20c. per piece. Jeans not 
asked for, and 10c. lower. Fancy Goods: Market very dull, and very 
little busineas done. Woollens without improvement, and in some in- 
stances a further decline had taken place. Scarlet Long Ells sold at 
$8.124 to 8.20. Small sales of Spanish Stripes German Assorted at 
$1.00. Camlets : Scarlet moved at $20.00. Lastings not asked for. 
Crape Lastings out of demand. Figured Lustres taken to a small ex- 
tent at $5.50 to 6.00. Metals: Nail Rod Iron 5c. lower, and difficult 
to sell. Barsaleable to a small extent at a decline of 5c. Hoop de- 
clined 10c. to 20c., and no inquiry. Round unchanged. Wire quiet, 
without change in price. Steel lower. Tin Plates in better supply, and 
25c. to 30c. lower. Quicksilver advanced $34, with few sellers. Yellow 
Metal in better inquiry, stocks moderate, and prices advanced 50c. 
Lead in better demand, and advanced 15c. to 20c. 

Cantoy.—Lead was in some demand, and sales had been made at 
$7.50 to 7.75. Quicksilver stock small, and the high value curtailed 
consumption. 

Batavia.—There had been no material change to report in the mar- 
ket for Cotton manufactures. The tendency towards improvement in 
demand was developing extremely slowly, the natives being still busy 
in the paddy fields, and steam communication with the coast not having 
as yet been fully restored. ‘ 

SrncaporE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows:—A fair 
amount of business in Piece-goods has been done, with little change in 
prices. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., have been in excellent demand at rather 
better prices. T-Cloths are unchanged and beyond a moderate demand 
for 6 lbs. there has been very little business done. White Shirtings : 
Fine makes are in request; little inquiry for medium and low makes. 
40's Grey Yarn has been taken to a fair extent, but closes quieter and 
prices weaker. Little doing in other numbers. Fancy Cottons meet 
little inquiry. In Woollens a small business has been done at quota- 
tions. Iron is firmer and holders are demanding higher rates ; only one 
sale is reported during the fortnight, the terms of which are kept 
secret, but the price is supposed to be considerably over what was last 
paid. Copper Sheathing little doing. Yellow Metal, 200z. to 26 oz. 
are in good request, and prices are higher at the close. Zinc Sheathing 
is dull. Pig Lead continues quiet, a small quantity of L.B. brand was 
sold lately, but to effect heavy clearances a great reduction would have 
to be accepted. Steel is in good demand and prices have advanced. 
Coals, no sales since last mail left ; West Hartley are rather firmer, but 
for Cardiff there are no offers. 

*Prnana.—The market had continued very quiet, business had been 
amall at about late rates, and confined chiefly to local requirementa. 
All demand for the Sumatra coast appeared to have ceased. Ordinary 
goods of all kinds had been hard to move, and the principal sales had 
consisted mostly of goods of superior qualities. The arrivals from 
Europe had been the steamers Nelusko and Singapore from London, and 
the Achilles from Liverpool. The quantity of Manchester goods landed 
by these vessels had been small. Grey Shirtings : 6 lbs. in fair inquiry, 
and held firmly for $40. 7 Ibs. quiet, small sales of ordinary at $44, 
superior at $444 to 45. Demand for 8} lbs. poor, at $514 for ordinary, 
and $52 to 524 for superior. No sales of 45 inch. Grey T-Cloths: 
Some inquiry for 6 and 7 lbs.; sales of the former at $32} to 324, of 
the latter at $364 on the spot and to arrive. 65 lbs. almost out of stock. 
Small sales of 6 Ibs. Mexicans at $35. Yarn dull; a small business 
done in 20's at $100, 80's at $110, and 40's at $128. Stocks of the 
latter small,

TEA. 

Krvuxkiana and Hanxow.—No business had been done at these ports. 

SHANGHAI.—No Black Teas had been offered during the interval. 
The weather is said to have continued very favourable for the picking 
and drying of the new leaf; but we are yet without advice of the 
opening of the country markets, except a report of early purchases of 
finest Ningchow leaf at a cost somewhat below that of last year. Green 
Teas : A chop of local packed and one of Ping Suey, together equiva- 
lent to 991 half-chesta, had been settled at Tis. 24 and Ts. 42, respec- 
tively, and comprised the entire transactions of the fortnight. The 
stock on offer was 258 half-chests country Tea, 584 half.chests Ping 
Suey, and 243 half-chesta local packed. It was too early to give any 
reliable information as to the new crop of this description. 

Foocnow.—No advices of interest had been received. 

Amoy.—Nothing of moment has transpired. 

Canton.—Musters of the new Scented Teas had been shown, and had 
been found disappointing, as nearly all of them contained an admixture 
of old leaf. Buyers had refrained from making offers, and a consider- 
able reduction in prices would doubtless have to be made by Teamen 
before general buying could begin. Of Congous 2,200 boxes were re- 
ported settled, but of this quantity 1,000 boxes had gone forward on 
native account, and the remainder mostly consisted of thin flavoury 
Seichow bought at Tls. 24 to 27. Canton Greens: 500 boxes Young 
Hyson reported settled at Tls. 82 per picul. Total quantity of new 
season’s Teas shipped hence and from Macao to date, 578,373 Iba. 


SILK. 

SHanaHaI.—No business of importance had been done within the 
fortnight, and the season may be considered closed. The settlements 
had included many small lots of various sorts on Chinese account, and 
nearly 100 bales of Yellow Silk transhipped from Hankow. It was too

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prospects were favourable.

Srvearore.—Tin was very quiet but price had not declined much, 
stocks being strongly held. Gambier firm and price likely to be main- 
tained. Black Pepper dealers refused to sell being heavily under con- 
tract. White Pepper casier to buy and rates lower. Coffee much 
wanted but market bare. Sago Flour in fair demand at last quotations 
but in Pearl Sago little done. Tapioca in fair enquiry. Buffalo Hides 
rather lower but in good demand. Cow Hides much wanted. 

PeExana.—The market had been remarkably quiet and comparatively 
very little business had been done. Tin had suffered a slight decline 
and Black Pepper was wéaker.

A SILK CONFERENCE. 

The first of aseries of discussions upon objects exhibited at the Lon- 
don International Exhibition of 1873 took place at the Royal Albert 
Hall on the 17th inst., and those who responded to the invitation of Her 
Majesty's Commissioners proved to be so numerous that the room origi- 
nally set apart for the meeting had to be abandoned for the Great Hall 
iteelf. Lord Carnarvon was in the chair, and amongst those present 
were—Lady Dorothy Neville, Lord A. 8. Churchill, Sir Daniel Cooper, 
Sir T. Bazley, M.P., Messrs. Bass, M.P., H. Durlacher Cole, C.B., F. 
Bovet, Shanghai; J. Chadwick, Manchester; G. Unsworth, Derby ; 
Peters, Derby ; H. C. M’Donald, and many other gentlemen well known 
in oommercial circles. Lord Carnarvon, in opening the proceedings, 
congratulated those present on the representative character of the meet- 
ing. The prospects of the tride in England were, on the whole, satis- 
factory, but the great opponents they had to struggle against were fazh- 
ions which had taken a wrong course. He briefly reviewed the various 
stages in the development of silk, adding that there was no reason why 
this business should not be introduced into this country as a class of 
work well suited for women, and suggesting that the experiment might 
be tried in one of our great railway depota, such as Crewe, where em- 
ployment of this nature would be of the highest possible value. Ma- 
chinery might be more extended with regard to silk manufacture, much 
being yet done, he understood, by hand labour. 

In the course of the discussion which followed Mr. Bennock thought 
it doubtful whether silkworms could be reared at a profit, but we could 
reel silk in England with as much advantage as in the country produc- 
ing the cocoons. Much beautiful material was now spoiled by bad reel- 
ing, and he would urge upon all persons dealing in silk to impreas upon 
their agents in the various parts of the world the necessity of greater 
care in preparation. A great quantity of silk was also destroyed in the 
process of dyeing, and that ought to be remedied. In weaving we had 
nothing to fear. Mr. Pollock, of Glasgow, had no hopes of growing 
silk in this country. He had tried reeling from cocoons im from 
Virginia, and, although silk equal to the best Italian could be produced, 
it was not a paying speculation. Climate and wages were alike adverse. 
Mr. Cope, vf London, said large tracts had been planted in America for 
the cultivation of silk, but labour was found to be too expensive. Our 
proper course was to do all we could to encourage foreign countrics to 
send us well-reeled silk. Mr. Brocklehurst, M.P. for Macclesfield, re- 
marked that the trade had suffered much, but we had ed to con- 
tinue it by sheer industry, and to put it upon a healthy footing. He 
did not think silk-worms could be reared here. 

The Chairman said, so far as they had gone, the sense of the meeting 
was against rearing the worms in this country. Still he would ask 
Lady Dorothy Neville to say a few words concerning a species of silk- 
worm which she had introduced and bred with much success. Lady 
Neville then read a short description of the ailanthus worm, which she 
said, if treated with care, might become a source of profit as well as 
amusement to many. It was perfectly hardy ; feared no rain, wind, or 
even a slight frost. The silk was coarser and stronger than that of 
the mulberry worm, and would of course require different treatment. 
She strongly advised those whom she had the honour and pleasure of 
addressing to turn their attention to the subject. The following reso- 
lution was then adopted :— That this meeting is of opinion thas dis- 
cussions like the present, in connection with annual international 
exhibitions, will be useful to the arts, manufactures, and commerce of 
the empire.” . 

Rates OF PosTaGE BETWEEN SINGAPORE AND PeNANG.—The Gazette 
contains a Treasury Warrant, to come into operation on the Ist of 
August, directing that every letter transmitted by British Packet-boat 
between Singapore and Penang shall be charged with the following 
rates of British packet postage :—If not exceeding one-half of an ounce 
in weight, 2d. ; if exceeding one-half of an ounce in weight, for the first 
half of an ounce, and for every additional half of an ounce or fractional 
part of half of an ounce, 2d. 

Cot. A. T. CaDELL, Royal (late Madras) Artillery, has been awarded a 
good service pension by the Indian Government. He served throughout 
the China expedition of 1840-42, including the capture of Chusan, 
attack on Chumpee, capture of the Bogue Forts, attack on the heights 
of Canton, and capture of Shanghai and Chin-Kiang. 

Tue Russian corvette Boyarin, Captain Sitkof, from China, vid the 
Suez Canal, for Cronstadt, arrived at Spithead on mags last, and 
saluted the flag of the Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth (Sir Rodney 
Mundy) and the garrison.

The elections have not wrought much chang in the position of 
parties in Parliament. Notwithstanding that a gey _al discontentment 
prevails amongst the public because no measures of importance are intzo- 
duced, all the members, except two, have been re-elected, or will be re- 
elected at the second election, which will teke place on Tuesday next.. 
Three members, Messrs. Van Beyma, Dumbar, and Pyls, had declined 
the honour of being re-elected, and another, Mr. Van Sypesteyn, could 
not continue a member, he having been appointed Governor of the 
Colony of Surinam; his seat is now occupied by Earl Schimmelpenninck; 
while Mr. Pyls is replaced by Mr. Lambrechts, Mr. Dumbar by Mr. 
Dullert (who was also elected in his own district), and Mr. Van Beyma 
by Mr. Van Harinxma, the anti-revolutionists not being in sufficient 
force to beat him by electing Mr. Keuchenins. Messrs. Van der Maceen | 
and Bots are the only members not re-elected, and they are replaced by 
Messrs. Kerens de Wybre and Van Baar. The Liberal party have lost 
one member, and will perhaps lose another, as it is probable that Mr. 
Van der Linden may be beaten by his Conservative opponent. The 
general result, however, is that we shall have to loiter on for another 
two years with the present Chamber, which is convoked to meet on the 
24th. The Lords have been busy for some days past, and they vote, as 
usual, in a few hours measures which the Second requires weeks to con- 
sider. In the yesterday's sitting Bills to establish a new University 
building in Leiden, to extend the so-called Trippenhuis at Amsterdam, 
in order to exhibit the beautiful pictures which are now stored away, 
and last, but not least, the Bill granting the credit asked for by the 
Minister of the Colonial Department to continue the war with 
Atchin have been approved of. Several Members and three 
Ministers took part in the debate upon the Atchin Question. 
The tone of the discussion was calm, and the most important s 
was the declaration of the Minister of Foreign Affaira that he did 
not know anything officially with reference to the report that the 
Sultan of Turkey intended to interfere with the affairs of Atchin, our 
Government not having received any communication thereabout. From 
Constantinople the correspondent of the Neue Freie Presse writes :— 
“The Ambassador of Atchin and of the Emir of Kaschgar are over- 
loaded with courtesy, but none of them have succeeded in engaging the 
Sultan to interfere. The Sultan, in his quality of Caliph, extends reli- 
gious protection to these States, but he cannot go further. To tighten, 
however, the moral band which binds together Turkey and all ome- 
dan States, in which are included both Atchin and Kaschgar, Abdul 
Azis has resolved to send to both these countries an extraordinary Am- 
bassador, but only as an act of courtesy.” Great complaints are made 
of the very bad condition of our naval force in Java, and although the 
Minister refuted as well as he could these complaints, it appears that 
they are very well founded. Considerable naval reinforcements are 
being sent to Atchin. Lieutenant-General Van Swieten, who, as I have 
already stated, has resumed the command of the East India army, after 
having been placed on the retifed list, will shortly proceed. He will act 
under the Governor-General, and conduct the renewed operations 
against Atchin, with the titles of Civil and Governmental Commis- 
sioner and Commander-in-Chief of the Forces. The military papers 
say that he is the only man able to conduct this military expedition. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Netherlands India 
Trading Bank was held on the 10th inst. at Amsterdam. From the re- 
port I gather that the profits from the interest, commission and bills 
accounts, amounted to f.276,960.844, against f.207,609.59 in 1871, whilst 
the balance of the East India profit and loss account was f.250,000 
higher than in the former year. The trade in merchandise and money 
had not been so profitable. The stock of merchandises is considerably 
larger than in December 1871, and the prices are so calculated as to pro- 
vide for miscalculations. A good deal of the stock in Java consists of 
spices. In the autumn of 1872 the head agency sent an agent to Banda 
to buy a certain quantity of produce, and to determine whether the 
Bank could operate there with a chance of success by establishing an 
agency, or by entering into relations with an established house. There- 
sult of this mission was that a certain quantity of spices was t, 
and that the Bank entered into relations with Mr. A. J.de Bordes. The 
propos of this undertaking are very promising. The trade in bills 

been very profitable, the net balance being 50 mille higher than 
in the previous year. In the course of the year the sugar manufactory 
at Moojo Pangong was sold for £.700,000, leaving a profit of £.120,000. 
On the other side in the accounts of Repaking and Kalangso the sum of 
f.208,500 has been written off, so that there are now no more estates 
which threaten losses. The advances on estates and agricultural under- 
takings give promise of satisfactory results. The tea plantations are 
well managed, and promise a good produce. The high prices current 
have had a good influence on the coffee estates ; the coming crop is not 
very promising, but the high quotations will supply an equivalent. The 
net profit has amounted to f.582,471.34, viz., in Holland, f.201,043.20, 
in Java, f.381,428.14, leaving a dividend for the shareholders of f.21.25 
per share, equal to 84 per cent. The shareholders have received since 
the first year of the establishment of this Bank, being nine years ago, 
a return upon their capital averaging over five percent. Its commi ’ 
elected in the place of Mr. J. D. Faanren Van de Puttes, was Mr. F. 
Vriese, whilst Mr. J. Martens was re-elected. Mr. I. J. Van Santen 
was appeanted from the Ist of April head agent of the Bank at Bata- 
via. e conclusion of the report is that the state of this financial 
undertaking is highly satisfactory, the future being still ore promising. 
The shares are quoted on the Bourse at 95 per cent. “”

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PROGRESS IN THE FAR EAST.

The rn '"i¥ve rate of in China and Japan, and the direction 
which it i taking in each, are both subjecta of interest to the Western 
world, though little likely to receive the attention they deserve. As 
rezarda educational progress, the Chinese have felt their way much 


more cautiously than their neighbours, but their first steps were not ; 


very judicious, and the results have been far from encouraging. The 
attempt to found a university at Peking to teach European science and 
languages was for many years a failure. The first selection of professors 
was most unfortunate, and the hostility experienced by its promoters 
on the part of high officers about the palaos was most active. Notwith- 
standing all these serious drawbacks, however, it appears that the 
-enterprize has not been abandoned. Under an American missionary, 
Dr. Martin, it is showing signs of vitality. In a letter to Dr. Eaton, 
the United States Commissioner of Education, he reports that two depart- 
ments, one of languages and the other of sciences, have been organised. 
We learn from the London and China Telegraph, which gives a quotation 
from this letter, that—“ The first includes in its course of instruction 
English, French, German, Russian, and Chinese, and the latter mathe- 
matics, physics, chemistry, and medical science. Dr. Martin says of the 
medical science division : ‘ This last chair is nearly established, and in- 
volves a daring innovation on the prejudices of the people. We regard 
it as but one step towards the formation of a medical department, 
which shall send forth a body of well-trained ot as to supersede 
‘the empirics who now impose on the credulity of the people.’ He says 
instructions will’ be given next year on international law and political 
-economy. In conclusion he says the university seems to be established 
-on a permanent basis, and that its prospects for the future are better 
than at any previous time in its brief history. The university was 
-established after the model of Western institutions of learning, and has 
met with much opposition, especially from the Conservatives, who 
-attribute pestilences, earthquakes, and other calamities to the fact of 
ite existence." 

If we turn to Japan, a very different picture presenta itself. Here 
the complaint is not of reluctance or slowness of movement, but of 
too great speed and rashness in the innovations be He Revolutions 

where forms of government are concernei are usually sudden in their 
outbreak and rapid in their development. But it is never so with 
-changes of national customs, habits, language, or religion. The excep- 
tions only tend to prove the danger and the instability of all sudden or 
violent changes in these departments. A people cannot be denation- 
alised in a day or a month. A conquering Power may, by a de- 
-eree, sever a province from a kingdom, or by a struke of the 
declare an Alsace or Lorraine to be German instead of French, 
the people remain what they were before in all but name. 
It is true we have never tried the power of a god, king, priest, 
and sovereign by Divine descent, and the Tenno of Japan has this 
hitherto untried advantage. We cannot help thinking, however, that 
he is putting a dangerous strain even on such unlimited power as this, 
when he enacts that mats shall no longer be used for the flooring of 
Japanese rooms (important articles of domestic comfort and universal 
use as these have been from time immemorial). Such trivial interfe- 
renc2 with the home life of a people is often more dangerous than 
important measures of reform. Other edicta, to cut off the tuft of 
hair universally worn on the crown of the head, to prohibit boys from 
flying kites, to make all smoking in the streets an offence, and abo- 
lishing rice as the daily food of the million, substituting bread 
for the staple diet of all Eastern races south of the great wall 
-of China, are as perilous as they are puerile and unwise. What- 
ever show of reason there may be for any of these changes, 
they form collectively a series so subversive of national customs 
and habits that they seem capable of driving the most submis- 
aive or priest-ridden of Eastern nations into rebellion. Whether 
considered as a matter of philosophic speculation or of practical ex- 
perience, we cannot conceive any new form of national life being thus 
developed. There are certain changes which must be more or less 
gradual and progressive to be either salutary or permanent. Institu- 
tions must spring from the thoughts and wants of a people, and be in 
some sense indigenous to the soil, even though the germ or seed from 
whence they come may have been originally imported, if they are to 
atrike root and flourish. All ready-made or transplanted consti‘u- 
tions have been short-lived. There is no instance on record of such 
manufactured products, however galvanised into a semblance of 
vitality, developing an enduring or self-sustaining life. Hence we 
«cannot but augur ill for the permanence of these rapid and manifold 
changes—a fresh series of which are announced by every mail, and 
reminding the reader of the transformation scenes of a pantomime, 
rather than the sober work of legislators and statesmen. On this sub- 
ject we may quote the following extract from a recent number of the 
London and China Telegraph :— The Mikado’s advisers can no more 
change the natural instincts and feelings of the people by Acts of Par- 
liament than they can make them add one cubic to their stature by the 
same powers. If the natives are lazy and fond of lounging habits, they 
will not become active and sprightly by having their house-mats taken 
from them ; if they are by nature diminutive in size, their physique 
will not be greatly improved by the change in diet from rice to bread. 
If the Government desires to retain the respect of the European Powers, 
it must forego the eee it seems to take in interfering with the daily 
life and 4 pits of the people. There are many easential improvements 
necesgary which may well claim its attention ; byt when we look, in the 
interests of peace and civilisation, at the vexatious alterations which have 
lately been effected in the domestic habits and customs of the natives, 
we feel inclined to say ‘some enemy has done this.’”’. 

Upon the whole, though the Chinese move more slowly than we could 
desire, as is the wont of great organic bodies, we believe their course 
is more sure and fraught with infinitely less danger to themselves 
and their friends. The Japanese have no doubt gone far in advance of 
their giant neighbours in the adoption of railroads, telegraphs, and 
other appliances of Western civilisation.. But they remind us pain- 
fully of an express train or a Mississippi steamer with a Yankee sitting 
-on the safety-valve to increase the speed. Chinese and Japanese are 
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alike eager to possess themselves of the secret of the power they. see 
exercised by Western Statea, They desire this as the one thing they . 
envy us—that they may be relieved from the constant fear of being 
punayered and the ever present humiliation of being domineered over 
and coerced. 








THE DUTCH ATTACK UPON ATCHIN. 

The following account of the origin of the declaration of war 
by the Dutch against Atchin and of the subsequent hostilities is 
drawn from an entirely original-source. All the accounts hitherto 
received of the affair have been either from the official despatches 
issued by the Java Government, or from the correspondents’ 
letters published in the Java and Dutch newspapers. The sub- 
joined details were communicated by the Atchinese Envoy, who 
was recently sent on a special mission to the Sultan of Turkey, 
to a Constantinople ne per, the Bésirat, and they may there- 
fore be taken to supply the Atchinese account of the dispute :— 

The Dutch, who have looked with covetous eyes on our country for 
a long time, decided at length to carry out their uniform policy towards 
neighbouring States by depriving us of our liberty and independence. 
Two years ago a Dutch man-of-war anchored before Atchin, and sum- 
moned the inhabitants to submission. ’Abdu-’r-Rahmin, the governor 
of the town, went on board, and told the Dutch that the Atchinese 
were, and had been from a remote period, vassals of the Sublime Porte ; 
that the Ottoman flag, as they could see, floated over our forts and 
ships ; that our Amir wore the decoration of the Majidiyyah ; and that 
we would never recognise any authority unless it emanated from the 
Khaltfah of the Prophet. ’Abdu-’r-Rahmén added that if the Dutch 
had any demands to make which did not affect the suzerainty of. 
the Mussulman Metropolitan they might possibly be agreed to. The 
Dutch admiral, being at a loss what to say in reply, asked to sé our 
Prince, and landed in company with the Atchinese governor. A’ala- 
ud-Din Mahmdd Shah, our Sovereign, wearing his Ottoman decoration, 
accordingly received the admiral, and during the audience repeated 
what his governor had said on board the Dutch vessel. Thereupon the 
admiral quitted our const, and ’Abdu-'r-Rahmfn was despatched to 
Constantinople in order to renew our relations with the Porte and 
to solicit the protection of the Khalifate. Still bent on covetous- 
ness, and taking advantage of ’Abdu-'r-Rahmiin’s absence, the Dutch 
returned on the 22nd of Séfar last with a fleet of twenty ships, and 
submitted the following five points for our acceptance :—l. To 
surrender the country without opposition, and to become Dutch sub- 
jects. 2. To discontinue all relations with Euro) Governments and 
with the Porte. 3. To prohibit slavery in the island and piracy on our 
coasts. 4. To give up the island with its dependencies. 5. To sub- 
stitute the Dutch for the Ottoman flag. The Atchinese requested a 
delay of three months to answer this extraordinary ultimatum, but 
only one hour was allowed them. Whereupon they sent in a formal 
refusal, declaring that they could not give up their cherished island so 
lightly, or sacrifice their liberty to satisfy the lust of strangers ; that 
they had never fostered the slave trade, that piracy was rigorously pro- 
hibited, and recognised pirates severely punished. As to changing their 
flag and renouncing in future the sovereignty of the Porte, both de- 
mands were out of the question ; the Atchinese had adopted the Otto- 
man flag from time immemorial, and would shed the last drop of their 
blood to retain it ; and to renounce the suzerainty of the Porte would 
be to renounce their religion, the Sultan of Constantinople being the 
head of the Moslim faith, and consequently was by right the suzerain 
of the Atchinese. 

On the receipt of this refusal the Dutch fleet moved off, and after 
making a signal by hoisting the Dutch flag three times, to which the 
Atchinese replied in a similar way with the Ottoman flag, they com- 
menced bombarding the town. The two forts which command the en- 
trance to the harbour did not return the fire at first, whereupon 200 
of the assailants were landed. This party, meeting with no resistance, 
penetrated into the town. A similar party was then landed to reinforce 
the first, but at that moment the forts opened fire, and the Atchinese, 
armed with muskets, made a sortie, and cut off all communication be- 
tween the two detachments. The second party, which had just dis- 
embarked, retreated to the ships, and the first, in an attempt to follow 
them, were attacked and destroyed by the Atchinese. The Dutch left 
fifty slain and one hundred wounded on the field. | The loss of the 
Atchinese was about the same, The day following the Dutch did not 
attempt to land, but they continued to bombard the town and forts, Next 
day, however, they landed 2,000 men ; these were followed by 5,000 
and a troop of cavalry. They effected a landing at the point of the 
bayonet, covered by boats carrying cannon. The Atchinese received 
them with volleys of musketry, and succeeded in placing them betwixt 
two fires. The battle was fought with great bravery on both sides till 
three o'clock in the afternoon. Finally, the Dutch gave way, and re- 
treated to their boats in great disorder, leaving a great number of dead 
and wounded, and a considerable quantity of arms behind them. The 
Atchinese lost a thousand men slain, and as many were wounded. An 
hour after the battle some Dutch officers landed to claim their dead and 
wounded. At first the Atchinese replied that they would bury the 
dead and take care of the wounded, but eventually they agreed to give 
them up on condition that such of the wounded as recovered should not 
take up arms again against Atchin. The enemy accepted these terms 
gladly and gratefully. Subsequently the Dutch demanded the arms 
which had been left, on the field of battle. This the Atchinese refused, 
unless the Dutch engaged, in writing, not to attack their country again. 
The Dutch delegates declared that the admiral and the other superior 
officers were unable, owing to their wounds, to draw up and sign the 
required document, but they gave their word of honour, on behalf of 
their Government, that no new attack should be made on Atchin ; 
whereupon the Atchinese gave up the arms. But when this was granted 
how did the Dutch behave? ey recognised the generosity of the 
Atchinese by a second bombardment, which they kept up for. several 
hours, and then retired, leaving two vessels in the roadstead, which did 
not leave till next day: An English vessel which was at anchor there 
during the whole proceedings witnessed this act of treachery. 
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THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

A Report by Mr. Mauet, Her Masesty’s Secretary of 
Legation at Peking, upon the fluctuations of foreign trade 
between 1864 and 1871, has been published in the form of 
a Blue-book, of which the present article is an abstract. The 
Report itself is but auxiliary to a more detailed account 
of the trade of 1872, which Mr. Mauer has now in course 
of preparation. The trade in specie or bullion is not be- 
lieved to be fairly represented in this Report, but the state- ; 
ment of this—though the trade is in itself an important 
item—would not do more than confirm the conclusion that 
foreign trade with China is steadily moving forward. .In 
1868 a Report, prepared avowedly to establish, amongst 
other conclusions, this—that the total of British trade was 
immensely exaggerated, still admitted that it was worth some 
£40,000,000 sterling, “‘ with a tendency to increase.” The 
Customs collection in 1868 was £3,149,491, a sum total of 
which the British trader paid three-fourths. When we re- 
member that the tariff assumes to impose duties at 5 per cent. 
ad valorem, we see that the estimate of the authors of the Re- 
ports above referred to was but little, if anything, below the 
mark. But in 1872 the Customs collection amounted to 
£3,830,000, and, therefore, unless the justice of the calcu- 
lations given can be impugned—which is not reasonable— 
British trade with China must be stated for the year 1872 
to have been worth at least £60,000,000. In 1871 the 
trade maintained the increase which has been uninterrupted 
—except in 1870—since 1864. During those eight years 
the value rose from £31,590,000 to £41,915,192, and the 
Customs revenue from £2,624,752 to £3,738,715. The 
causes of the decrease in 1870 are the Tientsin massacre 
and the Franco-German war. The annual value of foreign 
trade fell off in 1870 £2,733,000. The principal diminu- 
tion was in the exports from China, which fell from | 
£20,143,196 to £18,597,070, while imports fell from 
£22,476,960 to £21,300,083. The year 1871 showed a rapid 
recovery. The total foreign trade rose from £39,897,153 
to £45,915,102—an increase of upwards of £6,000,000, 
whereas the increase from one year to another had pre- 
viously only once exceeded £5,000,000. The Customs 
revenue fell in 1870 by £111,624, in 1871 it rose from 
£3,181,325 to £3,738,715. 

The table in the Returns of Trade issued by order of Mr. 
HakT unites the Continent of Europe under one head, so 
that the relative effect of the war upon the China trade of 
each nation cannot be estimated. The total value of ex- 
ports and imports from Great Britain fell from £18,867,888 
in 1869 to £17,705,874 in 1870, and rose to £20,688,286 
in 1871. |The exports and imports from the Continent of 
Europe fell from £1,229,576 in 1869 to £1,059,738 in 1870 
—a far greater proportionate decrease than the decrease 
in our trade—but rose in 1871 to £1,302,992. The trade in 
opium, which would naturally not be affected by European 
events, rose from 7,103,929 Ibs. in 1869 to 7,822,661 Ibs. 
in 1870, and 7,927,731 Ibs. in 1871—and these figures 
support the theory that a great part of the damage to China 
trade in 1870 was caused by the war. The Customs 
Trade Returns contain one more table which bears upon 
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to 7,160 in 1871. The United States, next in importance,. 
rose from 4,165 in 1869 to 4,547 in 1870, and 4,600 in 
1871. Germany shows a reduction from 2,387 imbd869 to 
1,304 in 1870, and 1,480 in 1871. France fell frorif 218 in- 
1869 to 194 in 1870, and rose to 277 in 1871. Germany 

suffered to the extent of nearly half her shipping and ton- 
nage, and, in the following year, showed none of the recover-. 
ing power which is remarkable on a small scale in France. 

The unchecked advance in American shipping may be due 

to the immunity she enjoys from the effects of European 

war. 

Great Britain maintains easily the lion’s share of the 
trade, followed at a long interval by Hong Kong, which, 
being merely a port of passage, need not be counted in con- 
sidering the relative producing and manufacturing interests 
of foreign countries in their trade with China. India takes. 
the next place. Her fe ade consist of little else than opium, 
and her imports are only £70,233. The United States do a 
trade with China amounting: to £3,629,655, against our 
trade of £20,688,286, but their progress since 1864 has: 
been relatively greater than Great Britain’s, and, though 
many years must elapse before they overtake us, even if” 
they continue their present scale of advance, they are likely 
to prove our most formidable competitors. The trade 
between China and British America has decreased by two-. 
thirds from what it was in 1864. Among the other coun- 
tries included under the head of “British Possessions,” 
Australia has improved her trade slightly. New Zealand 
made a sudden advance of £28,000 in three years, in 1871 
her whole trade was valued at £32,000. The trade with 
Singapore and the Straits has decreased by one half since 
1864. 

Passing to countries not already mentioned, the returns 
show a decrease during the eight years from 1864 in trade 
between China and the following places—South Africa, 
British Channel, Philippine Islands, Siam, and Java. Trade 
has increased with the Continent of Europe, Siberia and 
Russia, vid Kiachta, the Amoor Provinces, Japan, Cochin 
China, and finally Suez, which has recently sprung into 
existence as a port of entry for goods from China. 

The order in which countries and districts trading with 
China rank according to the value of their trade is—Great 
Britain, £20,688,286 ; Hong Kong, £11,364,637 ; India, 
£6,347,139 ; United States, £3,629,655 ; Continent of 
Europe, £1,303,992 ; Japan, £1,027,635 ; Australia, 
£688,197 ; Siberia and Russia, via Kiachta, £326,300 ;. 
Singapore and Straits, £325,622 ; Russia (Odessa), 
£133,542 ; Philippines, £125,331 ; Java, £118,356 ; Siam, 
£109,276; Cochin China, £107,670; British Channel, 
£99,646 ; British America, £64,887 ; Amoor Provinces, 
£46,753 ; New Zealand, £32,050; South America, 
£28,117 ; South Africa, £8,112 ; Suez, £7,726. 

The cotton goods market appears to be steadily widen-- 
ing. In 1867 the value of the imports in this article was. 
£4,385,180 ; in 1871, £6,692,382. The imports of woollens 
have, on the other hand, declined from £2,217,367 in 1867 . 
to £1,429,762 in 1871. The value of imported metal fell 
from £1,213,380 in 1870 to £731,564 in 1871. The change 
is not to be ascribed to any advance in the development of 
the vast mineral resources of China. Opium may be said 
to have remained pretty steady. A smaller quantity was 
imported in 1871 than in 1867, but the intervening years 
had been improved upon. 

_ Tea and silk are the principal exports from China. In 
1871 the total value was £22,458,165, of which £7,552,289 
was in silk, and £11,870,009 in tea—leaving only £3,035,866 
for the value of all the rest of the exports, of which sugar 
has the largest share, £336,585. In 1867 the value of ex- 
ported silk was £4,758,169. Black tea fell in 1870 from 
£8,392,202 to £6,663,957 ; whereas the exports of green 
tea, which has its chief market in America, was only less by 
£25,956 than :+ was in 1869, when its value was £2,432,116. 

The next point for consideration is the comparwtive pros- 
perity of the Treaty Ports. The Customs Returns give the 
annual value of the whole trade of each port from 1868 to 
1871 inclusive. Foochow fell from £6,701,699 to £5,202,986 ; 
Newchwang, from £1,952,237 to £1,243,246 ; Kiu-kiang, 
from £3,344,355 to £2,940,210—a total decrease of 
£2,611,849. On the other hand, the following eleven ports

These returns 
show a total increase of £11,060,663 in three years ; and— 
after deducting the loss on Foochow, Newchwang, and Kiu- 
kiang—a nett increase of £8,448,814. 

Mr. Hart has made arrangements for the more efficient 
representation of China at the Vienna than at any previous 
Exhibition. He has ordered all the Customs Inspectors to 
supply samples and specimens of articles of trade and 
commerce, with statistical tables, exhibiting the movement 
of commerce and navigation at each port during the last 
ten years ; and, with a view to promoting the chance of the 
collection at each place being complete, prizes of from one 
to three months’ pay are to be awarded to the official in 


charge. 

The trade of China with Russia, vid Kiachta, is interest- 
ing, as showing the value of the commerce of the only outlet 
in which we have no commercial interest. This trade may 
be said to date from 1861.. The hopes which were at first 
entertained of its rapid progress have not been realised, 
though at first it maintained a steady advance. In 1869 
it was valued at £602,417 ; since then it has declined to 
£326,300. This diminution is ascribed to cattle disease, 
which has ravaged Mongolia at frequent intervals, and the 
incursions of revolutionary hordes, and to the heavy taxes 
imposed on the Mongolians to maintain the Chinese troops 
sent out to quell insurrection. With a view to avoid these 
drawbacks, there is a scheme on foot for sending tea to 
Russia ria the Amoor, which, if carried out, will seriously 
affect the Kalgan-Kiachta ¢arrying trade during the summer. 
It is proposed to ship tea at Tientsin and elsewhere to the 
mouth of the Amoor, to ascend the river as far as Verkh- 
neondinsk, and to send it thence by land to Irkoutsk. It 
is difficult to foresee if the scheme will be successful, be- 
cause the route will only be open for six months in the 
year. The trade between China and Russia, via Odessa, 
amounted in 1871 to £133,542, which, added to £326,300, 
via Kiachta, and £46,000 to the Amoor Provinces, gives a 
total of £506,595. It will be seen from these figures that 
the trade between the two countries is too insignificant to 
affect their political relations, whereas the political re- 
lations of Great Britain with China have commerce as their 
beginning and their end. 





CLAIMS UPON THE CHINESE INDEMNITY FUND. 

WE have received a copy of the Memorial of Mr. GEORGE 
DuDDELL, late of Hong Kong, to the Lords Commissioners 
of Her MaJESTY’s Treasury, relative to his claim for com- 
pensation out of the unapplied balance of the Chinese In- 
demnity Fund. The contents may be thus summarised :— 

Mr. DuDDELL is a British subject, and was resident in 
Hong Kong from 1845 to 1859, trading as a merchant and 
contractor to furnish supplies to the army and navy ; and 
in 1857 he had signed a contract to furnish bread and 
biscuit to the combined forces, for the year commencing 
April 1. At this period CHEUNG ALUM, the Chinese 
baker who was then under a contract to supply bread to 
the Government of tes Kong, was committed to prison 
for attempting to murder all the European forces and 
foreign residents by means of poisoned bread. This attempt 
(justly described by Admiral Sir MicHax SryMour, in his 
report, as “diabolical ”) failed, by reason of the quantity of 
arsenic mixed with the bread being so t as to cause 
immediate vomiting. In the emergency thus created Mr. 
DUDDELL was solicited to enter on charge of the bakery at 
ence—although his contract was not to commence until 
April—and, rather than disappoint the Government and 
the community, he consented to enter on the concern two 
mnths earlier than required by contract. Mr. DUDDELL’s 
first step—and a most provident one, as it appears to us— 
was to destroy all the flour and other provisions found in 
the bakery. He then laid in a fresh stock, valuing $50,000, 
and, in consequence of the energy he displayed, he became 
at once a marked man. Rewards were publicly offered to 
murder him. In a month or six weeks his storehouse was 
actually set on fire and destroyed—loss $17,000. Lord 
CLARENDON, then Foreign Minister, declined to recognise 
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from £3,779,833 to! the loss as a legitimate claim on the Government, although 
£4,804,528 ; Swatow, from £2,558,253 to £3,930,752 ;, 


it was abundantly evident that the deed was the work of 
Chinese incendiaries. And from that day to this he has 
been constantly but fruitlessly urging his claim—although 
a considerable surplus out of the Chinese Indemnity Fund 
of Ts. 2,000,000 has been lying and accumulating ever 
since. It is not pretended by Mr. DuDDELL that he is in 
strict law entitled to the compensation that he seeks, but 
the circumstances under which his loss and danger were 
ine were so exceptional that all the leading mer- 
chants and residents in Hong Kong united to petition the 
Governor in his favour, and the members of these firms are 
prepared now to come forward and give evidence of the 
moral justice of his claim. 





THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE MESSAGERIES 
MARITIMES. 

In another column we publish an analysis of the report 
of the directors of the Messageries Maritimes, which will 
be read with interest. The original report contains an 
exhaustive review of all the arguments against the extraor- 
dinary advance demanded by M. DE LESSEPS, and is so far 
satisfactory that it proves the determination of the directors 
of the Messageries to persevere in their action to bring the 
Canal Company to reason. There were not wanting persons 
who declared that the litigation between the two companies 
was a solemn farce—a pre-arranged proceeding. The report 
under notice, however, must remove all suspicion of such an 
understanding which might still remain. While speaking 
of M. DE LessEps with the consideration to which his 
eminent services to science entitle him, the directors of the 
Messageries prove by the clearest facts, documents, and 
reasonings that the Canal Company is clearly bound by 
the original Firman to calculate the tolls on the nett, or 
French, and not on the gross, or English, tonnage. 
Having shown this beyond dispute they cap the whole of 
their argument by pointing out that, under the “gross” 
system of rene dene which it is now attempted to 
introduce, it would be impossible for steamers to pay their 
expenses without a very great increase in freight. We can 
fag ee no line of policy more suicidal than that which M. 
DE LEssEps and his colleagues seem bent, at all hazards, 
on pursuing. When we learn that the substitution of the 
“ gross” rate for the “nett” calculation would raise the 
payments of the Messageries to the Canal from fr. 1,100,000 
to fr.1,700,000 per annum, we begin to perceive the extent 
of the imposition. How can va DE LESSEPS expect to 
secure the traffic of the P. and O. and other English com- 
panies if he succeeds in establishing so exorbitant a rate as 
this? And while he shuts out the P. and O. from his 
Canal his shareholders are not likely to forget that he is 
shutting out £1,000 a-week from their receipts. 


THE appointment of Mr. ArTHUR N. BIRcH as Colonial 
Secretary of Ceylon is officially announced. Mr. BircH 
entered the Colonial-office in 1855, and occupied various 
subordinate posts until 1864, when he was appointed Colo- 
nial Secretary of British Columbia. While occupying this 
post he acted as administrator to the Government of the 
Colony for a year during the absence of the Governor. In 
1867 he returned to England, having been promoted to be As- 
sistant Senior Clerk at the Colonial-office, where he remained 
until 1871, when he received the appointment of Acting 
Lieutenant-Governor of Penang. In July last he again 
returned to England, and resumed his former position at 
the Colonial-office. 


REPORT OF THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES 
COMPANY. 

We have received the annual report of the directors of the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes Company, presented at the general meeting of 
the proprietors, held on the 29th ult. The balance sheet shows 
an increase in the stock of fr.3,689,491, and a reduction in liabi- 
lities of fr.4,972,324. The balance carried to reserve fund, &c., 
is fr.2,296,538. The reserve on assurance account increased 
fr.1,085,805. By way of making a commencement of providing 
for the greatly increased cost of coal, the directors have set aside 
asum of fr.400,000 on reserve coal account. The profit arid 
loss shows an increase of fr.367,144 in 1872 over the previous 

ear. 

The total value of the company’s vessels was estimated at 
fr.108,086,386 against fr.107,030,107 at the end of the previous 
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year. Two new steamers, the Senegal and the Niger—600-horse 
wer and 120 metres in length—were added to the company’s 
leet; and three others, the Gambia, the Rio Grande, and the Men- 
doza, were fitted with new engines of 400-horse power nominal. 
These five steamers, with the Gironde, have been placed on the 
Brazil and River Plate line, starting from Bordeaux. It is not very 
long ago that the Gambia, on her way back from Buenos Ayres, 
was wrecked off Bahia, while the yellow fever raged among the 
crew, and incapacitated the captain. Happily this calamity 
passed off without loss of life, and, in the course of the current 
year, it is expected that the loss will be paid off from the reserve 
fie Several other steamers have undergone altera- 


assurance offices. “und 
tions—some being lengthened, some fitted with improved ma- 
chinery calculated to economise fuel. Thirty-six vessels of the 


company are now fitted with surface-condensers. Of the three 
steamers, Irrawaddy, Anadyr, and Djemnah—all 600-horse 
wer, and 5,400 tons—which were in preparation at the end of 

t year, and destined for the Indo-China trade, the Irrawaddy 
is already on service—the Anadyr is expected to be completed 
this, and the Djemnah next, year. The whole fleet of the com- 
pany comprises sixty-seven vessels, aggregating 23,330-horse 
power, aad 170,000 tons, and travelling 600,000 leagues. 

For the first half of 1871 the mail service was carried on with 
little interruption, but the war at length checked operations. 
This will account for the increase of 19 per cent. in 1872 over 
1871 in some degree. But much of the surplus is due to the im- 
provements in the construction of the vessels, which were thus 
enabled to make no less than 11 knots on the Atlantic and 
China lines, and 10} in the Mediterranean, without any increase 
of pressure or consumption of fuel. This speed—about 2 knots 
higher than the first estimate—has been turned to account since 
the Post-office gave the mail service to the English company on 
the substitution of Brindisi for Marseilles. rindisi is a port 
exceedingly favourably placed for vessels oer) from Mar- 
seilles. ‘The French Government have consequently authorised 
the Company to add to its postal lines those to Constantinople, 
Egypt, Syria, and China. These have already been got in work- 
ing order, and with profitable effect. Another experiment is 
being made, to run direct from Marseilles to Salonica, by a line 
snnenied on to pong pene aae ie vettanad 

e gross number of passengers on the company's lines in 
1872 was 110,866; the ue of the merchandise carried, 
fr.173,903,970. In 1871 there were 163,936 passengers, and one 
hundred and fifty-five millions of francs value. The falling off 
in the number of passengers is accounted for by the discon- 
tinuance of the line to Algiers, and the reduction of 30 per cent. 
allowed to all military officers—a great many of whom travel 
gratuitiously—and the diminution of Government stores car- 
ried. So far as civilian passengers and ordinary merchandise 
are concerned 1872 shows an increase over the. previous year of 
25 per cent. of passengers, 124 per cent. of tonnage, and 20 per 
cent. of value. 

The gross eg of the traffic in 1872 were 25 per cent. more 
than 1871—and the distance run 19 per cent. longer. Reducing 
the trade to the common denomination of leagues travelled— 
which is the most convenient method—the increase for 1872 
shows 82 per cent. This increase is contributed to by almost all 
the lines alike, and both passengers and merchandise make up 
the improvement. In 1872, as in 1871, the money 
averaged about 34 per cent. of the total receipts—the increasing 
number of passengers on the Indo-Chinese lines being very 
marked. : 

The results of 1872 may be summed up thus—Distance run 
increased 19 per cent. ; expense of travelling reduced 3 per 
cent. ; and a total increase in the receipts of 8} per cent. 

With reference to the litigation with the Suez Canal Company, 
the report proceeds to explain that, although feeling the greatest 

t for the genius of M. de Lesseps, the directors felt that 
their first duty was to the shareholders. It was one of the Mes- 
sageries steamers which followed the French frigate in the pro- 
c2ssion through when the Canai was epee The directors 
remind us that the English nation—although the one most 
interested in shortening the voyage to the Far East—had held 
back from trusting its mails to the Canal, The Messageries was 
the first company to initiate steam and mail navigation of the 
Canal—it was they who first introduced the really profitable 
part of the traffic of the Canal. For, conte it was expected 
that the principal revenues would be derived from sailing ships, 
sich has not proved to be the case. It is the steamers of the 
M ries and other companies that, the directors reason, not 
only buoyed the Canal—without which it would not have 
been navigable—but furnished it with traffic to an amount 
exceeding a million of francs. Under these circumstances 
what equivalent have the shareholders of the Messageries 
received for the share they have contributed to the vitality 
of the Canal? The Messageries steamers are to this day 
detained for the mails at Suez, as if there were no other means 
of conveyance open than the railway, and this, too, after opening 
up new lines intothe Far East (with the view of reducing the 
subvention necessary to be demanded). Is this fair? The di- 
rectors of the Messageries have never asked any special favour 
for their vessels over those of any other company ; they have 
simply insisted on the necessity of holding the Suez Canal Com- 
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pny to the terms of the concession demanded by themselves. 
e French steamers, making the voyage six times a year, and at 
regular intervals, are now compelled to pay six tolls wheld . other 
vessels pay one. The first to initiate the lowering of steam 
freight t poe the Canal, the directors claim the right of keep- 
ing the Canal Company to their bargain ; this course they have 
adopted as the only one fairly open to them as honourable men, 
and they have accordingly shut out of view the impracticable 
size of some of their steamers, the limited quantity of freight to 
be expected, and all other considerations of merely selfish in- 
terest. They took their stand upon the Firman (or original 
eg pene granted by the viene of Egypt, together to M. 

e Lesseps, and afterwards ratified by the Baltan, Article 17 
of that Act expressly fixes the maximum rate at ten francs 
“net” ton (la tonne de capacité des navires }—never to be exceeded. 
On this rate the directors based their calculations, that one of their 
steamers, the Meikong (1,900 tons register), would have to pay 
fr.19,000 every time she passed through the Canal, or fr.114,000 
per annum for six voyages. 

The directors remind us that M. de Lesseps pledged himself 
to his own rate at the meetings convened by himself in England, 
On this statement the directors formed their estimate of the pro- 
bable expenditure of the Messageries Company in tolls, and they 
reckoned them at fr.1,100,000—no inconsiderable annual contn- 
bution to the maintenance of the Canal. In fact, it amounted. 
to almost £800 a week—and another guarantee was (the directors 
considered) supplied in the fact that M. Dupuy de Léme, a dis- 
tinguished engineer, who was invited by M. de Lesseps to a con- 
ference of scientific men in 1868 (and who has since become a 
member of their body), presided at the meeting and signed the 
contract as representing the company. The text of the original 
document—which has recently been recovered —proves beyond 
doubt that it is the registered ton that is meant as the basis. M. 
de Lesseps himself fixed it as the tonnage officiel Frangaise. 

The result of the Commission was not less distinct. While 
recognising the merits of the English system of tonnage, it re- 
commended the Canal Company to look plainly and straight- 


forwardly to the tolls to be derived from ships of all nations, 
without regard to their flag. This is exactly what the company 
did until Ist March, 1872. It recognised the to according 


to the French system laid down in the Firman—and, even since 
then, it has merely used ambiguous phrases for the purpose of 
evading the original contract. It insisted on the “gross” ton- 
nage (English) being inscribed on the ship’s papers as well a3 the 
“nett” tonnage (French), thus attempting to get over a difficulty 
by a very equivocal act of extortion. No sooner had this “new 
asta ” burst in upon the company than they began to raise the 
tolls on French steamers 40 and 45: per cent. Taking the 
steamers of the Messageries, one with another, the new rate 
would be an advance of not less than’60 per cent. The Messa- 
geries steamer Meikong is now mulcted in the sum of fr.32,500, 
instead of fr.19,000 (under the fair charge), every voyage. The 
gross result of the increased toll, if it.were to become i 
would be to raise the payments of the Messageries to the Suez 
Canal from fr.1,100,000 to fr.1,700,000 per annum—an intoler- 
able burden. 
’ Tt seems clear that M. de Lesseps and his colleagues did not 
foresee the revolution in navigation which the opening of the 
Canal would briug about—the almost total supersession of sailing- 
ships by steamers—.and, when they discovered it, they hastened 
to turn it to their own advantage by an arbitrary act. The Mes- 
ries, having had the resolution to dispute their right to do 
this, the “ glorious uncertainty of the law ”—in France as well 
as England—was illustrated by the fact that the first hearing 
before the Chamber (Tribunal) of Commerce of the Seine termin- 
ated in a judgment for the Messageries, This judgment was, 
however, reversed on appeal—on grounds quite foreign from the 
merits of the case. Thus pressed, the Messageries, in their turn, 
appealed again to the Supreme Court (Cour de Cussation), and 
they are not without hope that, convinced of the justice of their 
oe they may, in their turn, obtain a final judgment in their 
favour. 

The matter in dispute is really very simple. The Canal Com- 
pany has an unquestionable right to measure the «tilisable s 
on boaed all ships, on two conditions—that the toll shall ‘bs 
levied on the nett tonnage, and not on the gross—which would 
simply be a prohibitory rate in the case of a steamer like the 
Meikong, which they would charge at 3,250 tons—though all the 
cargo really disposable in her is 1,350 tons. The proper toll for 
a steamer like the Mekong could, the directors contend, be no 
more than fr.13,500, according to the letter and spirit of the 
Firman. 

But it is argued that by a special clause the Court of th® De- 
partment of the Seine had exclusive and final jurisdiction in 
all actions brought against the Canal Company. Such a principle 
is unknowr—the directors say—in Great Britain, Italy, Austria, 
and in all guaranteed lines. It is the business of the diplomatist 
to obtain a settlement of vexed questions like the one before us, 
and it devolves on the Ottoman Government to place by a final 
decision this dispute beyond the reach of further litigation. With 
the view of effecting this, the directors di hed one of their 
body to Constantinople to conduct negotiations, which, jt is 
hoped, may be brought to a successful close. 
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‘ It only remains to be added that, at the meeting of share- 
holders of the Messageries Company on the 29th ult., the oh pe 
of jhe directors was unanimously adopted, and a dividend of 
fr,$5 share declared—leaving a balance of fr.24,536 to be 
carried forward to next account. 
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THE “KWOK-A-SING CASE.”—JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF 
THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
(Sir J. Corvins, Sir R. Poitiimorz, Lord Justice MELLISH, Sir B. 
Pgacock, and Sir M. Sarr). 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF HONG KONG ¥. KWOK-A-SING. 

This was an appeal which was heard on the 14th ult., from a judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, dated the 29th of March, 
1871, and an order made thereon, and also from a judgment and order 
of the same Court, dated May 22, 1871. The facts of the case are well 
known to our readers, On the 30th of September, 1870, a French 
vessel, La Nouvelle Penelope, sailed from Macao, with 300 coolie emi- 
grante, bound for Peru, in South America, such emigrants having been 
shipped in conformity with certain regulations in force in relation to 
Chinese emigration. The respondent, a subject of China, was one of 
the emigrants, and one of the headmen or corporala to keep order among 
the other coolies. On the 4th of October, while the vessel was at sea, 
Kwok-a-Sing, with others of the emigrants, made a sudden attack on 
the captain and some of the officers and crew, murdered them, and, 
having thrown their bodies overboard, took possession of the vessel, and 
compelled the seamen, whose lives they had spared, to conduct the 
vessel back tu the coast of China, where they landed and abandoned 
the ship, Kwok-a-Sing stealing and taking money and effects, it was 
alleged, the property of the captain. Some of the participators were 
arrested and beheaded by the Chinese authorities, and a reward was 
offered for the apprehension of the respondent. He removed out of the 
jurisdiction of China, and was afterwards found at Hong Kong, where 
he was arrested, and charged before a police magistrate as a suspicious 
character and remanded. While under remand an application was 
made stating that an application had been received from Canton, claim- 
ing on behalf of the Chinese authorities the rendition of the prisoner, 
and that he was charged with participating in the murder of a portion 
of the crew of the Nouvelle Penelope. The prisoner was committed 
until further order of the Governor, and the charge was prosecuted 
before the magistrate, and he was committed. An application was 
then made on his behalf to Chief Justice Smale, of the Supreme Court 
at Hong Kong, and on the return he was set at liberty, and one of the 
grounds was that the ordinance in question did not apply to the Treaty 
of Tientain, and that under the circumstances described in the deposi- 
tion, in support of the rendition of Kwok-a-Sing, the Nouvelle Penelope 
was at the time of the alleged crimes engaged in effect as a slave ship, 
and that he was confined as a slave, and justified in killing the captain 
in order to regain his liberty, and that the depositions disclosed no 
offence on the part of the prisoner. Since the judgment a declaratory 
ordinance of the islature of Hong Kong had been passed to remove 
doubts as to the ordinance mentioned. The rendition was also claimed 
on behalf of the French Government by the French Consul, but it was 
abandoned when the judgment was pronounced. Her Majesty's Attorney- 
General at Hong Kong, on the 26th of April, 1871, caused Kwok-a-Sing 
to be arrested on the charge of piracy, jure gentium, with the view to 
his trial on that charge before the Supreme Court at Hong Kong. Evi- 
dence was then given before the police magistrate, and the prisoner was 
committed for trial. A second writ of habeas corpus to discharge the 
prisoner was granted by Chief Justice Smale, and on the 22nd of May, 
1871, he was set at liberty on the grounds, among others, that the 
offence was the same, and that the magistrate had no authority 
to commit the prisoner for the same offence. Leave was obtained from 
pred in Council by the Attorney-General of Hong Kong to 
appeal. 

Judgment was delivered on the 19th inst. by Lord Chief Justice Mel- 
lish. His Lordship said; this is an appeal by the Attorney-General of 
the colony of Hong Kong, from a judgment of the Supreme Court of 
that colony whereby the respondent, Kwok-a-Sing, a Chinese coolie, 
who had been brought before the Court by writ of habeas corpus, was 
ordered to be released from custody, and an order made thereon dated 
the 18th of April, 1871, and also from a judgment and order of the 
same Court, dated the 22nd May, 1871, whereby he was again ordered 
to be released from custody. The first writ of habeas corpus was issued 
on the 7th of February, 1871, and was directed to the keeper of the 
gaol at Victoria, Hong Kong. This warrant was issued under an Ordi- 
nance of the colony, No. 2, of 1850. By the 9th Article of the Supple- 
mentary Treaty of Nanking, dated the 8th of October, 1843, called the 
Treaty of the Bogue, it was agreed that, if lawless natives of China 
having committed crimes or offences against their own Government 
shall flee to Hong Kong, a communication shall be made to the proper 
English officer that the said criminals and offenders may be seized, and 
in proof or admission of their guilt be delivered up. Ordinance No. 2, 
of 1850, was passed by the Legislative Council of the colony, and 
the material parts of it were as follows :—‘‘ Whereas, by the treaties 
betwoen Great Britain and China, provision is made for the rendition 
for trp] to officers of their own country of such subjects of China as 
have ommitted crimes or offences against their own Government, and 
afterwards taken refuge in Hong Kong. 1. Be it, therefore, enacted 
and ordained by his Excellency the Governor of Hong Kong, with the 
advice of the Legislative Council thereof, that if any complaint or in- 
formation, or any communication by any officer of the Chinese Govern- 
ment be made or forwarded to any magistrate or court (other than the 
Supreme Court) desiring the arrest of any person being a Chinese sub- 


ject, and then within the said colony of Hong Kong, and alleging that 
such person has committed, or is charged with having committed, any 








course of any invéstigation before such magistrate or court that 
any person, being a subject of China, has committed any such crime 
or offence, it shall and may be lawful for such magistrate or court 
to issue a summons or warrant for the appearance or apprehension 
of such person ; or, if such person be already in custody, it shall 
be lawful to detain such person, and to investigate the alleged 
crime or offence in the same manner as if such person were charged 
with a crime or indictable offence committed within the said colony. “ 3, 
And be it further enacted and ordained, that if, at the close of the said 
investigation, it shall appear to the said magistrate or court that such 
person as aforesaid is a subject of China, and that there is probable 
cause for believing that the said person has committed such crime or 
offence, it shall and may be lawful for such magistrate or court to com- 
mit such person for safe custody to prison, and to direct the gaoler to 
detain such person in prison until the said gaoler shall receive some 
order or ordera from the Governor of Hong Kong relative to the further 
detention, discharge, or transmission of such person to the nearest 
Chinese authorities, or to such other Chinese authorities as to the said 
Governor shall seem fit ; and the said magistrate or court shall, upon 
making such committal as aforesaid, transmit to the said Governor of 
Hong Kong the minutes of such investigation, and all documents in his 
or its possession connected with the charge against such person, in 
order that such person may be dealt with according to the Treaties 


aforesaid.” 


By the Treaty of Tientsin, made on the 29th of June, 1858, new 


provisions were made with regard to the extradition of criminals from 
the colony of Hong Kong to the Chinese Government in substitution 
of those of the Treaty of the Bogue, which was abrogated. The depo- 
sitions taken before the magistrates and the doctments before him 
having reference to the committal of Kwok-a-Sing, were afterwards 
brought before the Supreme Court in obedience to a writ of certiorari. 
The depositions contained the evidence of Wong Akee and Chun Assun, 
two Chinese who had been passengers, and of Paul Verret and Joseph 
Simon, two Frenchmen, who had been seamen on board the French ship 
Nouvelle Pénélope, which left Macao on the lat of October, 1870, 
with 310 Chinese cooles on board, on a voyage to Peru. All the 
coolies were examined by the Portuguese authorities at Macao be- 
fore they embarked, to ascertain that they went voluntarily; but 
nevertheless Wong Akce said that he was kidnapped, which he ex- 
pene to mean that he had been persuaded by a fraud to go to the 


arracoon, and that he told the authorities he was willing to go to 
Peru, contrary to the truth, because from the threats of the Chinese 


who brought him there he was afraid that his head would be cut off if 
he did not.

the coolies collected near a seaman who was keeping guard at a barrier 
that was placed across the deck, attacked him, and threw him overboard. 


They afterwards attacked the captain, who was walking unarmed on the 
deck, killed him, and threwhim overboard. Theyalso killed several others 
of the crewand obtained complete command of the vessel, and changed her 
course to the coast of China. It was positively sworn by Chun Assun 
that Kwok-a-Sing was one of those who attacked the captain, and the 
other witnesses proved that he was one of the coolies who kept the 
command of the vessel until the vessel arrived back on the coast of 
China. There was also some evidence that Kwok-a-Sing and other 
coolies took possessior of the captain's watch and a quantity of dollars 
on board. When the ship arrived on the coast of China, Kwok-a-Sing and 
other coolies left the vessel in a boat. The ship itself was run aground, and 
was left to be plundered by the natives. Among the documents re- 
turned by the magistrate to the Supreme Court was the following letter . 
from the Colonial Secretary t> the magistrate :—“‘ Colonial Secretary's 
Office, 8rd February, 1871. Sir,—I have the honour to acquaint you, 
by desire of his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, that an applica- 
tion has been received from Her Majesty's Consul at Canton, claiming 
on behalf of the Chinese authoritiesthe rendition of the man Aping, 
who is charged with participating in the murder of a portion of the 
crew of the French ship Nouvelle Pénélope. I have, &c., J. GARDINER 
Avsttn, Colonial Secretary.” 

Several objections were made to the validity of the return, and were 
argued before the Chief Justice. He delivered judgment on the 29th 
March, 1871, and held several of the objections to be valid, and after- 
wards, on the 17th of April, ordered Kwok-a-Sing to be discharged. On 
the 26th of April, 1871, the Attorney-General caused Kwok-a-Sing to 
be again arrested on a charge of piracy jure gentium, with a view to his 
trial on that charge before the Supreme Court of Hong Kong. he 
evidence of witnesses was again taken, and Kwok-a-Sing was committed 
for trial. Another writ of habeas corpus was issued, and return made 
setting out the magistrate’s warrant by which he was committed to 
take his trial. On the 22nd of May, 1871, he was again ordered to be 
discharged, on the ground that his arrest was a violation of the 6th 


section of the Habeas Corpus Act. . ested 

The first question which their Lordships will consider is whether, 
assuming that there was sufficient primd facie evidence against Kwok-a- 
Sing to prove that he was guilty of the murder of the French captain, 


and that he was guilty of piracy jure gentium in running away with the 
French vessel, these acts constitute crimes and offences against the law 
of China within the meaning of the Ist section of Ordinance No. 2 of 
1850, or crimes and offences against the Government of China within 
the preamble of the same Ordinance. There is, no doubt, that the 
extreme generality of the words “crimes and offences against the law 
of China” makes their construction very difficult. They cannot be in- 
tended to mean that every Chinese subject who is proved to have done 
something which the law of China makes a crime or offence is to be 
given up to the Chinese Government. If this were the meaning of 


crime or offence against the laws of China, or if it shall appear in the the words, every Chinese who had done something which the law of 
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China treats as a political offence, or who had done anything that the 
law of China treats as criminal, though the law of all European coun- 
tries treats it as innocent, might be given up. Some limitation, therefore, 
must be put upon the meaning of the words, and their Lordships think 
that, in determining what this limitation is to be they ought to bear in 
mind the position of the colony of Hong Kong with reference to China. 
There was, when the Treaty was made, a manifest risk that the colony of 
Hong Kong might become the refuge of the criminal classes of the city 
of Canton and other Chinese towns, and it was impossible that the Co- 
lonial Government could punish Chinese subjects for acts committed 
within the territory of China. Having regard to this object, their 
Lordships think that the words “crimes and offences” ought to 
be confined to those ordinary crimes and offences which are punish- 
able by the laws of all nations, and which are not peculiar to the laws 
of China. In the Treaty of Tientsin the persons to be delivered up are 
described generally as criminals, All ordinary crimes—such as murder, 
robbery, theft, arson—committed by a Chinese within Chinese terri- 
tary or in Chinese ships on the high seas would be within the meaning 
of the ordinance. Their Lordships are algo of opinion that piracy, at 
least in circumstances, would be within the ordinance. They think it 
may be properly assumed, without proof, that China has laws to punish 
piracy on her own coast, and if it was proved that a subject of China 
who had taken refuge in Hong Kong was a pirate in this sense—that he 
was a person who went from the Chinese coast to plunder ships at sea, 
returning with his plunder again to China—they are of opinion that 
such a person might be given up under the ordinance. On a claim for 
the rendition of such criminals as these, it would not, in their 
Lordships’ opinion, be necessary to produce the evidence of experts 
to prove what is the law of China. Their Lordships have now to 
consider whether there was evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had been 
guilty of crimes against the laws of China. He is accused of two 
crimes, murder and piracy. The alleged murder was the murder of a 
Frenchman on board a French ship in which Kwok-a-Sing was a pas- 
senger on the high seas. They avs therefore, to consider whether 
murder by a subject of China of a person who is not a subject of 
China, committed outside the Chinese territory, is a crime against the 
laws of China within the meaning of the ordinance ; and they are of 
opinion that it is not. Their Lordships cannot assume, without evi- 
dence, that China has laws by which a Chinese subject can be punished 
for murdering beyond the boundary of the territory a person nota 
subject of China. Up to a comparatively late period England had nu 
such laws. Moreover, although any“nation may make laws to punish 
its own subjects for offences committed outside its own territory, still, 
in their Lordships’ opinion, the general principle of criminal jurispru- 
dence is that the quality of the act done depends on the law of the 
place where it is done. Now, the law as to what constitutes murder 
differs in different places. Suppose that a subject of China kills an 
Englishman within English territory, or on board an English ship, 
under circumstances which, according to English law, might 
amount to manslaughter only, could it possibly be right for 
the English Government to surrender such a person to the 
Chinese Government to be tried according to Chinese law, to 
which the distinctions between murder and manslaughter may be 
wholly unknown? On the whole, therefore, on these two grounds— 
first, that it cannot be assumed without evidence that there is any law 
in China to punish a Chinese subject for a murder committed upon a 
foreigner within foreign territory ; and secondly, because even if it 
could be assumed there was such a law, still, this offence having been 
committed within French territory ought to be treated as an offence 
against French law, and not as an offence against Chinese law. Their 
Lordships were of opinion that there was no evidence before the ma- 
gistrate that Kwok-a-Sing, in murdering the French captain, committed 
an offence against the laws of China according to the true construction 
of the ordinance. Their Lordships have next to consider whether 
there was sufficient evidence before the magistrate that Kwok-a-Sing 
had committed an act of piracy jure gentium, and if there. was 
such. evidence, whether that would make his imprisonment, for 
the purpose of being delivered to the Chinese authorities, lawful. 
Now, their Lordships are of opinion that there was before the 
magistrate sufficient primé facie evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had 
committed an act of piracy jure gentium to justify his committal 
for trial for that offence at Hong Kong. They see no reason to doubt 
that the charge of Sir Charles Hedges, Judge of the Admiralty, to the 
Grand Jury, as reported in the case of “Nix y. Dawson,” thirteen 
State Trials, 654, and which was made in the presence and with the 
approval of Chief Justice Holt and several other Common Law Judges, 
contains a correct exposition of the law as to what constitutes piracy 
jure gentium, He there says, “ Piracy is only a sea term for robbery, 
piracy being a robbery within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty. it 
the mariners of any ship shall violently dispossess the master, and 
afterwards carry away the ship itself or any of the gvods with a felon- 
ious intention in any place where the Lord Admiral hath jurisdiction, 
this is robbery and piracy.” Of course there can be no difference be- 
tween mariners and passengers, and there was unquestionably evidence 
that Kwok-a-Sing was a party to violently dispossessing the master and 
carrying away the ship itself and the goods therein ; and the only ques- 
tion can be whether there was sufficient evidence that the act was done 
with a felonivous—that is, a piratical intention. In their Lord- 
ships’ opinion, there was evidence of such an intention on the 
put of Kwok-a-Sing fit to be left to a jury, though we wish to 

understood as yiving no opinion which way a jury ought to 
find on this question. Next we must consider what was the legal duty 
of the magistrate when he had received the evidence ; ought he to 
have signed a warrant enabling the Governor to deliver Kwok-a-Sing 
to the Chinese authorities to be tried for both murder and piracy, or 
ought he to have committed him to be tried for the piracy at Hong 
Kong? In their opiniun, he ought to have committed him to be tried 
for the piracy at Hong Kong. They think that the acts of piracy jure 
gentium with which Kwok-a-Sing was charged may be plainly dis- 
tinguished from those acts of piracy which they have before stated to 
be, in their opinion, within the ordinance and the treaties, If Chinese

subjects starting from and returning to Chinese territory attack a ship 


of some other nation, whether in harbour or at sea, they, making that- 


territory as it were the base of their operations, must be held to cam- 


mit an offence against the municipal law of China and against the 


Chinese Government, whether they commit an act of piracy jure gen- 
tium or not; but if Kwok-a-Sing committed an offence against the 
municipal law of any nation he committed an offence against the mu- 
nicipal law of France, to which he was subject at the time, and not 
against the municipal law of China; and if he is punishable by 
the law of China, he is only so punishable because he has com- 
mitted an act of piracy which, jure gentium, is justiciable every- 
where. They are of opinion that such an offence is not an 
offence against the law of China within the meaning of the 
Ordinance. On the whole, therefore, they are of opinion that, the war- 
rant by which the magistrate authorised the Governor, if he thought 
fit, to deliver Kwok-a-Sing to the Chinese authorities to be tried by 
them for murder and piracy was an illegal warrant, and one beyond his 
jurisdiction, and that, therefore, the first order of the Chief Justice for 
the release of Kwok-a-Sing was right, and ought to be affirmed. 
Having come to this conclusion, their Lordships need not give any 
opinion upon the validity of the other grounds on which the Chief 
Justice thought that Kwok-a-Sing ought, on the first occasion, to be 
discharged. They think, however, it is right to state that they do not 
agree with the Chief Justice that the evidence before him proved that 
La Nouvelle Pénélope was a slave ship, and that Kwok-a-Sing and the 
other coolies who acted with him were justified in killing the captain 
and the French sailors fur the purpose of obtaining their liberty. There 
was evidence from which it might be inferred that some of the coolies 
had, by fraud or by threat on the part of the other Chinese, been in- 
duced to go to the barracoon, and embark on board the ship against 
their will. They appear, however, all to have professed to the Portuguese 
authorities at Macao that they were willing emigrants; and that there 
was, in their Lordships’ opinion, no sufficient evidence upon the depo- 
sitions that either the Portuguese authorities at Macao, or the French 
captain and crew, were any parties to compelling any of the coolies to 
leave China against their will. 


Their Lordships have next to consider whether the judgment and . 


order of the 22nd of May, 1871, whereby Kwok-a-Sing was, for the 
second time, discharged from custody, was valid. He was discharged 
solely on the ground that he had been committed a second time for the 
same offence, contrary to the 10th section of the 81st Charles IL, 
cap. 2. ‘They cannot agree with the construction which the Chief Justice 
has put upon this section of the statute. The principal object of the section 
seems to have been to prevent persons who had been brought up on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and discharged on giving bail and entering into 
their own recognisance, from being again arrested for the same offertce, 
and obliged to sue out a second writ of habeas corpus. This appears 
from the provision by which the person discharged can be again arrested 
by the order of the Court wherein he shall be bound by recognisance 
to appear, or other Court having jurisdiction of the cause. The words, 
“other Court having jurisdiction of the cause,” were probably added to 
meet the case of an indictment having been moved by certiorari from 
one Court to another. They do not say, however, that the section may 
not also apply to cases where a prisoner is discharged unconditionally 
upon the ground that the warrant on which he is detained shows no 
valid cause for his detention. They think, however, it can only apply 
when the second arrest is substantially for the same as the first, so that 
the return to the second writ of habeas corpus raises for the opinion of 
the Court the same ground of detention as the first. In the present 
case the second warrant is a warrant by which Kwok-a-Sing was com- 
mitted to take his trial at Hong Kong for piracy jure gentium and waa, 
in their opinion, a valid warrant. They think he ought not to have 
been discharged from his custody under that valid warrant, because he 
had been previously discharged from an unlawful imprisonment. 

Their Lordships will accordingly humbly recommend to Her Majest: 
that the judgment and order of the 24th of March, 1871, and the 11t! 
of April, 1871, should be affirmed, and that the judgment and order of 
the 22nd of May, 1871, should be reversed, and that there should be 
no costs of the appeal. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE GLEDSTANES AND CO. AND LEGGATT AND CO. 


On the 22nd ult. a motion was made before Mr. Registrar Brougham 
by the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, on 
behalf of themselves and all the other holders of certain bills of ex- 
change to the amount of £104,395, drawn by Leggatt and Co. upon, 
and accepted by, Gledstanes and Co., upon or for the purposes of an 
account designated “ Joint Cotton Account,” between Leggatt and Co. 
and Gledstanes and Co., and the Court was asked to make a declaration 
that 200 bales of cotton per the ship Flying Venus, and 700 bales per 
the ship Euazne, shipped by Leggatt and Co., of Bombay, to Gledstanes 
and Co. upon the joint cotton account, or the proceeds arising from the 
sale thereof, were primarily applicable to the payment of the claims of 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, and the 
other billbolders, by virtue of a letter of assignment in favour of such 
billholders, dated 31st August, 1872, and signed by Leggatt and Co., or 
by virtue of the course of dealing pursued between the firms of Gled- 
stanes and Co. and Leggatt and Co. The hearing has occupied a con- 
siderable time. It was shown in evidence that the debtors had operated 
largely in cotton, and shipments were made, and Messrs. Dewhurst, 
through whom the purchases were completed, had established agight 
of proof against the two joint estates ; but the Chartered Mercaiitile 
Bank claimed to be entitled to specific appropriation of certain remit- 
tances in payment so far as they would extend of acceptances given by 
Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. in respect of the cotton. 

Judgment was given on the 21st inst. The Registrar held that, 
having regard to the general course of dealing between the parties, and 
upon a consideration of all the facta of the case, held that the bill- 
holders were entitled to have the proceeds of the cotton applied specifi- 
cally, so far as they would extend, in reduction of the bills held by them 
against the cotton. The application would therefore be granted.

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
18th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were

A joint-stock company has been registered under the title of 
The Anglo-Indian Bank and Civiland Military Agency, Limited, 
capital £500,000, in £10 shares. The object is stated to be the 
establishment of a banking and financial business for the con- 
venience of persons resident in, or connected with, India, China, 
Japan, or the Colonies. 


The ordinary meeting of the Suez Canal Company will be held 
at Paris on the 15th prox. A telegram from Constantinople 
states that the Turkish Commission on the Canal dues have not 
yet made their report, but it is generally understood that their 
conclusions will be in favour of M. de Lesseps. 


The directors of the Merchant Marine Insurance Company 
(Limited) have resolved to pay on the Ist prox. interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum for the year ending the 30th inst. 


Messrs. C. J. Hambro and Son will pay on the Ist July the 
interest then due, at 5 per cent. per annum, on the shares of the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company. 


The Stock Exchange Committee appointed Friday last a spe- 
cial settling-day in the shares of the Eastern Extension, Aus- 
tralasia, and China Telegraph Company (Limited), which are to 
be marked in the official list. 


The directors of the Ceylon Company, Limited, have issued 
their report, to be presented at the annual meeting this day. 
The following is the substance of the report :— 


The general statement of affairs and balance-sheet for the year end- 
ing 31st March last, now submitted to the shareholders, shows that the 
net profit for that period has been (as the directors intimated in De- 
cember would probably be the case) unusually small, but as a large 
profit has already been realised by sales of produce for the current 
year, and considering the present favourable state of the coffee market, 
the directors feel justified in recommending the declaration of a divi- 
dend of 44 per cent., making, with the interim dividend paid in De- 
cember, 6 per cent. for the year. In order to pay this dividend, which 
will amount to £17,285 17s., it will be necessary to draw upon the 
reserve of undivided profits, but as upwards of £20,000 was realised 
before the 31st March by sales of the current crop (the proceeds of 
which are not included in these accuunts) and the residue of the crop 
already secured will fully meet the requirements of the present year, 
the directors think they are right in submitting the above recommenda- 
tion for confirmation by the shareholders. The dividend will be paid, 
free from income-tax, on the 26th day of June inst. One of the com- 
pany’s estates in Ceylon (Roslin), acquired by foreclosure, which has 
proved unprofitable, has been sold, and the difference between what it 
realised and the amount at which it stood in the company's books has 
been written off. The directors have pleasure in stating that they have 
also effected a sale of one of the estates (Combo) in Mauritius, at a 
price which yields a considerable profit over what the estate cost the 
company. This profit has been carried to the credit of the account of 
foreclosed estates in that island.
